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Fuel up again 
on March 2 


OTTAWA (CPv — The price of a gallon of heating 
oil or gasoline will increase by at least 2.3 cents a gallon 
on March 2, Energy Minister Alastalr Gillespie said 
Thursday. 

The higher consumer prices result from an increase 
of 70-cents Jan. 1 in the price of a barrel of crude oil, 
bringing it to $9.75. 

Under the pricing agreement reached with the 
provinces last spring, the increase could not be passed 
on to consumers for 60 days, allowing time to use up in¬ 
ventories of lower-priced oil. 

In an oil price guide issued Thursday for the oil 
companies, the minister indicated there could be other 
increases in the price of fuel supplies. 

He said an additional amount will be allowed to 
cover federal sales taxes which will go up as a result of 
the higher prices. No figure was given, but it amounted 
to about a half-cent a gallon last August when crude oil 
prices went up by $1.(6 a barrel. 

The new tax rate will be set up by the federal reve¬ 
nue department before March 2, the minister said. 

Companies could also add to the increase any 
amount approved by the Anti-Inflation Board if they run 
into higher non-crude costs, such as refining and mar¬ 
keting. 

The guides note that the companies will be respon¬ 
sible for getting approval for the increases from some 
provinces. Both Nova Scotia and British Columbia 
require companies to get permission before raising con¬ 
sumer prices. 


Smith backed 
for internal 
rule solution 


SALISBURY (AP) — Prime Minister Ian Smith 
won the backing of his ruling white Rhodesian Front 
party Thursday for plans for an internal solution to 
end racial discrimination and in two years set up black 
majority rule by moderates. 

The government, faced with 
stepped up guerrilla raids, 
also announced a new mili¬ 
tary call-up of civilians to 
bolster the security forces. 
Defence Minister Reg Cowper 
said. “We want to show we’re 
not prepared to be intimi¬ 
dated.” 

Fighting between Rhodesian 
security forces and black na¬ 
tionalist guerrillas took 33 
lives in a recent two-day 
period, security chiefs report¬ 
ed. The toll included two secu¬ 
rity force men, 18 guerrillas 
anil a 50-year-old white farm¬ 
er ambushed in eastern Rho¬ 
desia. 

The 100-member national 
executive council of Smith's 
party, made up of parliament 
deputies and regional of¬ 
ficials. “fully endorsed the 
government’s plans” to seek a 
settlement with moderate Af¬ 
ricans inside Rhodesia rather 
than with black militants liv¬ 
ing abroad, the prime min¬ 
ister announced after a meet¬ 
ing of the |K>licy-making body. 

On Monday. Smith rejected 
a new British peace proposal 
to end four years of guerrilla 
war and shift to black rule 
before next year. 

Smith promised to rid Rho¬ 
desia of racism in everyday 
life as part of his new initia¬ 
tive to reach a constitutional 
settlement between the 
country’s 272,000 whites and 
6.4 million blacks. 

But the specifics of what 
race legislation might be re¬ 
voked and exactly how and 
with whom Smith plans to ne¬ 
gotiate a settlement vvefe not 
immediately clear. 

Ivor Richard, the British 
envoy trying to get Smith and 
the militant black nationalists 
to negotiate, said in an inter¬ 
view in South Africa that both 
sides must moderate their po¬ 
sitions. 


South Africa 
may scrap 
pass-law jail 

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) 
-- A government commission 
has recommended that blacks 
should no longer be jailed for 
offences under South Africa’s 
pass laws, the cause of about 
500,000 prosecutions ~ each 
year. 

The commission was aj>- 
pointed in 1974 to look into the 
penal system and was headed 
by Judge Gerrit Viljoen. 

It said in its report that con¬ 
victions under the pass laws, 
which restrict freedom of 
movement by blacks, were 
the main cause for the over¬ 
population of South African 
prisons. 

Key Czechs 
to resist 
expulsion 

PRAGUE (Reuter) — Four 
leading dissidents have been 
told to report to the Prague 
passport and visa office today 
in what appeared to beTa step 
towards their expulsion from 
Czechoslovakia. 

The four were identified as 
Xdenek Mlynar and Milan 
Huebl, former high officials of 
the Communist party: former 
Presidium member Fran- 
tisek Kreigel and playwright 
Pavel Kohout. 

Both Huebl and Rollout said 
they will resist expulsion. 

Austrian government of¬ 
ficials said earlier that Cze¬ 
choslovak authorities had 
sought official assurances 
that Austria would grant 
asylum to eight long-time dis¬ 
sidents.

The two leading bond-rating 
agencies for United States 
investors said in New York 
Thursday they will review 
Quebec’s credit rating as a 
consequence of Premier Rene 
Levesque's speech stressing 
possible Quebec separation. 

The agencies are Moody’s 
Investors Service Inc., and 
Standard and Poors Corp., 
both of which now give Que¬ 
bec government bonds, and 
those of Hydro-Quebec, the 
second highest rating of Dou¬ 
ble A. 

Jackson Phillips, executive 
vice-president of Moody’s, 


stressed, however, that there 
is “no panic, no rush or any¬ 
thing like that” in his 
agency’s decision to review 
Quebec’s credit 

“We would have done this 
within a short time anyway,” 
he added. “In this case, w'e 
are stepping up our time 
schedule because we have 
been asked what, our reaction 
is to the Levesque speech.” 

At the same time, the U.S. 
government quietly inter¬ 
vened in the Quebec separa¬ 


tism issue, giving a strong 
push to Canadian unity. 

John Rouse, head of the of¬ 
fice of Canadian affairs in the 
U.S. state department, told a 
business seminar of 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston, HI., that the U.S. 
government “sees a Canada 
that is vigorous, self-con¬ 
fident, independent and ac¬ 
tively engaged. 

“And obviously we are in¬ 
terested in any developments 


which might affect these fac¬ 
tors even marginally,’’ Rouse 
added at the seminar where 
Quebec Industry Minister Ro¬ 
drigue Tremblay made a 
strong pitch in favor of Que¬ 
bec independence. 

Normally, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment does not publicly inter¬ 
vene in an internal Canadian 
dispute and Rouse empha¬ 
sized that the U.S. should re¬ 
frain from comment on the 
Canadian situation. 

But the fact that Rouse did 
publicly express a view was 


seen by seminar observers as 
a U.S. government endorse¬ 
ment of Canadian unity. 

Rouse’s statement seemed 
to conflict with an earlier 
statement by Tremblay who 
told reporters that the Parti 
Quebecois government has 
“good contacts in the U.S. 
government” whom he be¬ 
lieved to be sympathetic to 
Quebec independence. 

Tremblay told reporters 
that the U.S. government 
feels it is in the interest of the 
U.S. that “the Quebec prob¬ 


lem” be solved slowly, demo¬ 
cratically and naturally. 

Quebec youth are 75 per 
cent behind the PQ govern¬ 
ment and history shows it is 
better to let such forces have 
their way, he said. 

Otherwise, Quebec mighi 
become unstable, a situation 
that would harm U.S. inter¬ 
ests. 

Tremblay, however, re¬ 
ceived no backing from 
Rouse, who said the U.S. 
doesn’t have anything to say 
about Quebec and its future in 
Canada except that this is un¬ 
iquely and entirely a Canadi¬ 
an problem.

Eastern winter crunch 
hits ‘disaster’ level

Ohio, New York and New 
Jersey declared emergency 
status Thursday in attempts 
to cope with the combined 
threats of continued bad 
weather and a serious short¬ 
age of natural gas. 

Florida asked President 
Carter for a disaster-area de¬ 
claration and massive federal 
aid. 

Under the energy crisis de¬ 
claration by Ohio Governor 
James Rhodes on Thursday, 
all schools served by Ohio’s 
four utilities will be closed 
today and as many as 250,000 
workers may be off their jobs 
as Ohio attempts to shift a 
limited supply of natural gas 
from factory to home use. 

New York Governor Hugh 
Carey declared a state of 
emergency Thursday to cope 
with what his office described 
as “the energy crisis in New 
York state,” and New Jersey 
declared a state of emergency 
to give the governor power to 
cope with fuel-related prob¬ 
lems. 

Carey now' assumes sweep¬ 
ing powers that will allow the. 
state to order school closings.’ 
factory shutdowns and any 
other steps" needed to con- 
servo scarce supplies of natu¬ 
ral gas. 

New York state is in for 
more snow today, the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service said. 

Meanwhile. Philadelphia 
Mayor Frank Rizzo declared 
a state of emergency Thurs¬ 


day in the fourth largest U.S. 
city because of a shrinking 
natural gas supply. He told , 
the city-owned gas works to 
order commercial and indus¬ 
trial users to sharply cut their 
usage to conserve the fuel for 
homes. 

In. Indiana, Governor Otis 
Bowen lifted environmental 
restrictions on burning air- 
polluting, high-sulphur coal as 
a natural gas shortage put 


more than 22,000 workers in 
northern Indiana out of work, 
many in the steel industry. 

Congress will begin today to 
study emergency natural gas 
legislation that could mean 
fuel relief for an estimated 
4,000 factories closed from the 
Atlantic Coast to the Rockies.

Childbirth death seen 
by Vatican as saintly 


VATICAN CITY (UPD 
Roman Catholic Church auth¬ 
orities have started beatifica¬ 
tion proceedings for an Italian 
woman who died rather than 
undergo abortion, Vatican 
Radjo said Thursday. 

The news came nine days 
after the Italian Chamber ot 
Deputies passed a bill, strong¬ 
ly opposed by the Vatican, 
that would introduce abortion 
on demand. The Vatican has 
expressed hope the Italian 
Senate may amend the bill 
when it takes it up sometime 
next month. 


Vatican Radio said the 
Milan archdiocese has taken 
preliminary steps toward hav¬ 
ing Gianna Molla Beretta pro¬ 
claimed a “blessed,” the step¬ 
ping stone to possible saint¬ 
hood. 

Mrs. Beretta. a physician 
from Magenta near Milan, 
died April 28. 1962, seven days 
after giving birth to a daugh¬ 
ter. her fourth child. Vatican 
Radio said she had refused to 
undergo abortion although she 
knew childbirth could endan¬ 
ger her life. 


“Up to the moment ol child¬ 
birth she kept asking that, in 
the event of a choice between 
her life and that of the unborn 
child, the life of the child 
should be saved.” Vatican 
Radio said. 

It said Pope Paul VI, who at 
the time ol her death was 
Archbishop of Milan, com¬ 
memorated her in a 1973 
speech as an example of “a 
mother who wilfully sacri¬ 
fices her own life to give life 
to her child.” 


Commenting on his visit to 
New' York earlier this week, 
Levesque told a news confer¬ 
ence Thursday that these bu¬ 
sinessmen. who are listened 
to in the U.S., are opposed to 
any change in Quebec. 

“They see Quebec as an 
inner colony of great raw re¬ 
sources and cheap labor . . . 
and have a basic hostility to 
any kind of change in Que¬ 
bec.” 

The premier said about two 
hundred businessmen from 
Montreal and Toronto attend¬ 
ed his speech Tuesday to the 
Economic Club of New York 
and “were strategically de¬ 
ployed at various tables.” 

Levesque said that the gen¬ 
eral reaction by Wall Street 
financiers and businessmen 
he met during private meet¬ 
ings ‘‘was extremely sympa¬ 
thetic” and there w r as an at¬ 
tempt to understand the dev¬ 
elopments in Quebec. 

As for the Economic Club 
speech, the premier said 
there were people who would 
have preferred it if he had 
made no mention of his 
party’s plans for indepen¬ 
dence. 

"But it would have been 
useless and ridiculous not to 
talk about it.” he said. 

“People w’ould begin to ask 
if we were trying to camou¬ 
flage ourselves and 1 am sure 
that Quebecers did not want 
to elect chameleons on Nov. 
15 . . . who change color to 
suit the circumstances.” 

The premier said the exis¬ 
tence of what he termed the 
fifth column of English-speak¬ 
ing Canadian business leaders 
was “a large handicap” in 
relations between the U.S. 
and Quebec. 

The premier said he noted 
that the English-Canadian 
business reaction to his 30- 
minute speech was more vis¬ 
ceral than that of “the Ameri¬ 
cans, and even ill-tempered in 
some cases. 

“And bad luck would have 
it that these people are the 
closest and most-heeded In¬ 
terpreters of Quebec, even 
1 hough they understand noth¬ 
ing.” 

Levesque said the change 
that" is taking place in Quebec 
“is pretty difficult to explain” 
in U.S. financial circles. Ad¬ 
ding to this problem, is the 
“melling-pot mentality” in 
the United States. 

“In conversation, they 
would say: *We have Ger¬ 
mans in Milwaukee . . . we 
have Mexiean-Americans in 
the Southwest and they’ve all 
assimilated’.” 

“So the perception of an¬ 
other national group, a people 
with its roots and continuity 
which has hopes for the fu¬ 
ture. is difficult lor them to 
see.”

QUEBEC (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau, flanked by 
prominent Quebec Liberals, 
told Quebecers Thursday 
night that they must not for¬ 
get French-Canadians living 
in other provinces not the lin¬ 
guistic minorities in their own 
province. 

At the same time, Trudeau 
reassured Quebecers that 
there are several French- 
Canadians working in Ottawa 
and across the country to 
safeguard their rights. 

Trudeau paid tribute espe¬ 
cially to Senator Jean Mar- 
chand. who along with Urban 
Affairs Minister Andre Ouel- 
let. Health Minister Marc La- 
londe and several other prom¬ 
inent Liberals sat in an audi¬ 
ence of 600 persons attending 
a wine and cheese party 
sponsored by the Liberal As¬ 
sociation of Langelier riding. 

Trudeau told his audience 
that they did not just become 
“Quebecois” Nov. 15, the day 
the Parti Quebecois govern¬ 
ment was elected. They have 
also been Canadians for 300 
years, he added. 

“You have strong roots . . . 
in this province and this 
country.” Trudeau said in a 
speech entirely in French. 

Bui French-Canadians do 
not live only in Quebec, he 
said. About one million live in 
other provinces and would 
quickly be assimilated into the 
English-Canadian mainstream 
should Quebec separate.

B.C. Hydro halts 
exports to U.S. 
of excess power 


VANCOUVER(CP) Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Hydro an¬ 
nounced Thursday it has cut 
off exports of all excess 
power. 

Hydro spokesman John Sax¬ 
ton said the cutoff would last 
at least until the first week in 
February, when the provin¬ 
cial water branch would pub¬ 
lish its readings of snow pack 
measurement in B.C. 

He said power production 
depended on the amount of 
water behind Hydro’s dams, 
and unless the crown corpora¬ 
tion was confident there was 
sufficient replenishment from 
the snow watersheds, the 
water would be saved for B.C. 
use. 

Hydro has been sending up 
to 2.000 megawatt hours of 
jower a day to Washington 
state this month. Saxton said, 
but now no surplus power 
would be routed to the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Jark Davis, provincial 
transjort and energy min¬ 
ister. said Jan. 17 that Hydro 
was prepared to sell excess 
electricity to northwest Unit¬ 
ed States jower companies. 


He added, however, that the 
corporation wouldn’t be mak¬ 
ing any sales immediately, 
and he didn’t know if any 
excess was available. 

He made the comment after 
Don Hodel of the Bonneville 
Power Administration said 
that power cutbacks to in¬ 
dustry were planned because 
of the lack of rain for hydro¬ 
electric generators. 

Saxton said Thursday that 
part of the Washington jower 
problems were caused by un¬ 
completed |>ower projects. 
Power deficits for the nexl 
five years in the state were 
predicted as much as 12 
months ago. 

"We don’t face the same 
situation at the momenl," 
said Saxton. "However, we 
won’t really know what the 
outlook is in B.C. until we get 
readings of snow packs relat¬ 
ed to major reservoirs at the 
beginning of February. 

"We have been providing as 
much assistance as possible 
to the Northwest during Jan¬ 
uary. but we're cutting off all 
exports of surplus power be¬ 
cause we want to protect our 
own reservoirs.”

Secret brief took 
'anti-union stand’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
B.C. Federation of Labor said 
Thursday that the Employers’ 
Council of B.C. took an anti¬ 
union stand in a secret brief 
submitted to Labor Minister 
Allan Williams. 

The federation said in a 
news release that it had ob¬ 
tained a copy of the secret 
brief, submitted Dec. 10. 

The labor group, which rep¬ 
resents about 235,000 union¬ 
ized workers in the province, 
said the employers’ brief pro¬ 
posed five major changes to 
B.C. labor law: 

• To eliminate provisions 
for picketing allies of struck 
companies; 

• To eliminate the right to 
stop work over questions of 
health and safety: 

• To allow' employers “to 
harass and intimidate em¬ 
ployees who are attempting to 
organize a union;” 

• To deny union access to 
the names of people employed 
in a potential bargaining unit 
and; 

• To exclude groups of em¬ 
ployees from eligibility f>r 
union membership. 

Len Guy, federation secre¬ 
tary-treasurer. said the em¬ 


ployers’ brief "clearly puts 
the lie to their oft-stated 
claim that they are not anti¬ 
union.” 

“The fact that these secret 
proposals have been made by 
the employers’ council in¬ 
dicates that the council is at¬ 
tempting to undermine the 
rights of workers and their 
unions to achieve improved 
wages and working conditions 
in B.C.’’ 

Guy said these proposals j 
would restrict the rights of j 
unions in picketing, strikes 
and organizing. He added that ; 
other sections of the employ- j 
ers’ council brief would be re- i 
futed publiclv in the federa- j 
tion’s annual submission to 
the labor minister. 

It was disclosed last week ! 
that three employer organiza- 1 
tions, including die Employ- ! 
ers’ Council, had presented I 
briefs to Williams before ' 
Christmas. 

The presentations were i 
made without public an- | 
nounrement and were fol- ;

Cbuncil president William Ha¬ 
milton refused to release de- 1 
tails of his group’s brief.

Confessed killer 

tells of offer 
to flee country

PHOENIX — Confessed 
killer John Harvey Adamson 
said Thursday he was offered 
a chance to flee the country in 
a twin engine plane million¬ 
aire Kemper Marley Sr., and 
Arizona Governor Raul Castro 
had in Mexico at the time of 
the slaying. 

Adamson told of the pur¬ 
ported offer during the second 
day of a preliminary hearing 
for Max Dunlap, 47. a Phoen¬ 
ix builder, and James Robi¬ 
son,. 54, a Chandler. Ariz., 
plumbing contractor, both 
charged with first degree 
murder and conspiracy in the 
June 2, 1976, car-bomb 

murder of newspaper reporter 
Don Bolles. 

“He fDunlap) asked me if I 
wanted to get out of the 
countity,” Adamson said in re¬ 
sponse to a question from As¬ 
sistant Attorney-General ..Wil¬ 
liam Schafer, special state 
prosecutor. 

Adamson said Dunlap told 
him: “They could get me out 
of the country in a minute," 
because they had a twin-en¬ 
gine plane. “You know.” 
Adamson quoted Dunlap as 
■aying, “Marley and the gov¬ 
ernor have the thing in Mex¬ 
ico." 

Castro, who earlier had de¬ 
nied any social or business as¬ 
sociation with Marley, char¬ 
acterized Adamson’s testimo¬ 
ny as “untrue, ridiculous and 
absurd.” 


Marley. who contributed 
$19,000 to Castro’s election 
campaign, was 'die governor’s 
biggest financial backer. 

Adamson, who admitted his 
role in the Bolles murder dur¬ 
ing a dramatic courtroom 
confession, is the prosecu¬ 
tion’s chief witness against 
Dunlap and Robison. 

Under questioning by De¬ 
fence Attorney Percy Fore¬ 
man, Adamson admitted he 
spent most of his time in a 
number of Phoenix cocktail 
lounges, drank about a quart 
of vodka daily, had experi¬ 
mented with cocaine and took 
tranquilizers on a regular 
basis. ; 

He also admitted a connec¬ 
tion with the bombing of a 
Bureau erf Indian -Affairs 
building in Phoenix owned by 
attorney Neil Roberts, a close 
friend of Adamson. 

“If he (Roberts) collected 
the $500,000 in insurance, you 
were to receive $30,000 of that 
for destroying the building?” 
Foreman asked. “From Neil 
Roberts?” 

“Yes,” Adamson answered. 

Earlier, Adamson told the 
court the Bolles murder was 
part of a $50,000 package 
price deal for three slayings. 
He said he was offered the 
money by Dunlap, who told 
him he was speaking for Mar¬ 
ley, to kill Bolles, Arizona At¬ 
torney-General Bruce Babbitt 
and public relations man A1 
Lisanetz, also known as “King 
Alphonse.”

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Questions about CIDA 


C ANADIANS SHOULD welcome Ottawa's decision 
to allow a parliamentary subcommittee to 
undertake a detailed study into the operation of the 
Canadian international Development Agency (CIDA) 
— the organization responsible for administering the 
nation’s $1 billion-a-year foreign aid program. 

The move has largely been brought about through 
the insistence of Conservative MP Doug Roche 
(Edmonton Strathcona) who is regarded as one of the 
most knowledgeable individuals in the House on 
foreign assistance matters and is a long-time critic of 
CIDA policies. 

Now on a cross-country lecture tour on foreign aid 
following a recent lengthy visit to study Canadian help 
to Indonesia and Bangladesh, Mr. Roche maintains 
that the funamental approach of CIDA is wrong and 
that the millions Canada spends are not reaching the 
people for whom they are intended. 

The fact that Mr. Roche has felt obliged to demand 
a sub-committee enquiry appears to indicate that he 
received little assistance from CIDA headquarters in 
his search for information on Canadian foreign aid 
programs. Certainly, if he was rebuffed by that august 
body he would not be the first to be given the brush-off 
For more than a year now Toronto newspaper 
columnist and former member of the Ontario 
legislature, Morton Shulman. has been receiving the 
same treatment. 

Among Mr. Shulman's recent examples of CIDA « 
inefficiencies are such items as: 

• An |8 million dam built in Pakistan — in the 
wrong place. 


• $7.5 million to teach Caribbeans to grow sugar 
cane — under Canadian experts. 

• A fully equipped mobile library to Montserrat 
which proved too wide for the island s roads. 

- • $55,000 to send a tax adviser to Haiti to help 

minimize that country’s taxes. 

• $5,000,000 to Uganda to help Idi Amin’s 
government at a time when a concerted move was 
being made by other Western nations to withhold aid 
from the dictator. This does not include $90,000 for a 
milking parlor for cows nor the cost of an expensive 
herd of milk cows from Canada which the Ugandans 
promptly ate 

• $6.9 million for an Antiguan international airport 
capable of handling 6,000 people a day. Antigua doesn't 
get that many people in a week 

• $600,000 to teach Kenyans how to raise bees 

• $10,000 for a survey of Swaziland's tourist 
industry. 

These, and many other items, will undoubtedly be 
raised by the investigating committee. It is to be 
hoped they will ask questions about the multi-million 
dollar military college constructed in a former French 
west African colony and the $10 million training 
program for the Tanzanian air force—all paid for by 
the taxpayers of good old peace-loving Canada. 

It is also trusted that the committee will be able to 
find out why and how Cuba got on CIDA’s hand-out list 
to the tune of at least $14 million at a time when Cuban 
troops were invading Angola, particularly in the light 
of recent revelations that Canada was also playing 
host to Cuba’s international spy centre. 


Job placements 


1VTEAR THE END of last May. the new Provincial 
Rehabilitation and Employment Program was 
launched with a flourish. Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm said it was estimated that there 
were 24,000 persons on welfare who could be working, 
and who were costing the taxpayers $250,000 a day. The 
co-ordinator, Ron Stew, said half of them would be 
working three months after the program got going 

As we have previously observed, three months 
later the program had only begun to get going. Mr. 
Stew and his staff had placed about 450 welfare 
recipients in work. 

After another three months, at the end of 
November, Mr. Stew reported that in its first three 
months of full operation, PREP had been averaging 
1,000 placements a month Th^target was now 12.000 
by Christmas. 

Mr. Stew became more believable when, a few 
days later, department figures showed 2,183 jobs found 


to the end of October, or 2,543 including work found 
through Canada Manpower — and when he reduced the 
year-end target to 3,000 

Now Mr. Vander Zalm reports that so far PREP 
has found 3,750 jobs, or 4,465 working with Canada 
Manpower, for a saving on an annual basis of $4.4 
million if the figure of only $1,000 a year is taken for 
maintenance on welfare, although, he says, the real 
figure would be at least twice as much. This is in a 
program “barely five months old ” 

According to the original claims, PREP in five 
months of full operation should be saving us now 
something in the order of $75 million a year. 

There is no denying, though, that if PREP has 
found 3,750 jobs for persons on welfare it is well worth 
while. 

But we still ask: How many placed in employment 
are still working? Without this kind of information, 
talking of the saving “on an annual basis” is silly. 


How inflation crisis was handled 


At a time when the world is 
crying out for a cure for infla¬ 
tion, the centenary has just 
been celebrated of the birth ot 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. who 
after the collapse of the 
German mark in 1923 directed 
the stabilization of Germany s 
currency and finances 

★ ★ ★ 

When Schacht took office as 
currency commissar and 
Reichsbank president, the 
basis of the recovery, the 

rentemark,’ had already 
been created. This was a cur¬ 
rency backed by mortgages on 
the entire industrial and 
agricultural resources of the 
country and so not subject to 
the instability of the 
reichsmark. Its existence was 
the psychological factor which 
decided the nation to endure 
the rigors of the cure so as to 
ensure its success. It was left 
to Schacht to administer the 
concrete medicine by using his 
vast powers of shaping 
monetary policy. German 
linancial strategy during the 
inflation was inspired by the 
doctrine that deficit spending 
and increased money supply 
were but the effect of the 
prevailing balance of payments 
deficit and the resulting fall of 
the mark: as prices increased, 
and with them the need for 
more money in circulation, the 
Reichsbank had to print money 
in oTder to keep the country go¬ 
ing 

★ ★ ★ 

The arguments have a 
tamiliar ring today. Schacht s 
own view is reflected in a 
Reichsbank memorandum 
drawn up some years later 

The reckless expenditure of 
the Reich represents a most 
serious threat to the currency . 

there is no solution, no mat¬ 
ter how ingeniously worked 
out. no system of finance, no 
torm of monetary technique, 
no method of organization and 
no control system whereby a 
policy of unlimited expenditure 
can be prevented from having a

most devastating effect upon 
the currency.” For Schacht 
the stability of the currency 
had to take precedence over 
any other consideration. He 
proclaimed his financial credo 
in a speech on April 9,1924. by 
comparing himself with Ulys¬ 
ses navigating between 
Charvbdis. the whirlpool of in¬ 
flation. which threatened to 
sink the whole ship, and rather 
to dare to steer close to the 
Scylla of economic crisis which 
would, at worst, grab and swal¬ 
low some of the travellers, but 
leave the boat unharmed. 

Schacht. appointed currency 
commissar on Nov. 13,1923 and 
president of the Reichsbank a 
few weeks later, could claim in 
the spring of 1924 to have 
removed the spectre of infla¬ 
tion 

His first step was to defeat 
the speculators who had sold 
marks on the free market and 
driven the dollar rate far above 
the official one of 4.20 marks 
By denying them credit 
facilities he forced them to sell 
the dearly acquired dollars to 
the Reichsbank at the official 
rate, which the bank then 
managed to hold. 

Government borrowing, the 
cause of the crucial budget 
deficit, was strictly controlled. 
Previously the government had 
financed its expenditure main¬ 
ly by selling treasury bills to 
the Reichsbank which cor¬ 
respondingly issued (printed) 
paper money, so swelling the 
note circulation. This was 
abruptly stopped and a renten- 
bank credit limited to 1,200 
million marks granted instead. 

★ ★ ★ 

When the government, in 
dire financial need, asked for 
more the rentenbank bluntly 
refused and the Reich had 
somehow to do without. 

The government managed to 
scrape through by ruthless 
economies until, from the 
beginning of 1924 onwards, the 
Reich's revenues — now paid 


in stable money — began to 
flow in and in due course 
enabled the government to 
balance its budget. 

Meanwhile, a solution was 
found for the problem of the so- 
called emergency money, is¬ 
sued by local authorities and 
private firms. The circulation 
of these notes gradually rose 
enormously, fueling the infla¬ 
tion. But this money was of use 
only so long as it was accepted 
by the Reichsbank. So when, on 
Nov. 22, 1923, the bank refused 
to encash in the future any 
emergency money, it produced 
a contraction of the money sup¬ 
ply and further discouraged 
public spending 

it it it 

All this meant that the public 
sector — according to Schacht 
the main source of inflationary 
pressure — was under control. 
The private sector and its bor¬ 
rowing was not. German 
business desperately needed 
capital to stimulate trade and 
industry and the banks felt they 
had to provide the credits 
needed for a recovery. 
Business improved and un¬ 
employment dropped. 

But the credits were too 
generous, the economy 
overheated again, the money 
supply got out of hand and was 
not used to the best advantage. 

Consumption and imports 
rose too rapidly, anxiety as to 
the value of the mark 
prompted businesmen and 
speculators to hoard merchan¬ 
dise and foreign currency. The 
currency began to wobble and 
inflation once again reared its 
head. 

Schacht who, as he writes, 
had been away on urgent 
business and unable to super¬ 
vise the shop properly, struck 
just in time. On April 7,1924 he 
decreed draconian credit 
restrictions. He announced 
that there would be no new 
credit facilities, the dis¬ 
counting of bills of exchange 
would be suspended and that 
credits would be granted only

repaid. 

In spite of violent protests 
and prophecies of doom, 
Schacht stuck to his policy. 
Business, he maintained, 
should, and did, procure its 
working capital not by seeking 
credit but by liquidating its 
reserves — its hoarded stocks 
of merchandise and foreign 
currency. This led to a lower¬ 
ing of wholesale prices, declin¬ 
ing imports and spectacularly 
rising exports, and a doubling 
of the currency reserves of the 
Reichsbank 

Many firms were severely 
hit by the slump and went 
bankrupt: unemployment, 
which had dropped before April 
7, reached a new peak. 

But an export-led boom 
developed, the credit 
restrictions could be relaxed 
after a few months and, as the 
economy revived, unemploy¬ 
ment fell. 

After that harsh cure, Ger¬ 
many enjoyed a stable cur¬ 
rency. “No matter,'’ as 
Schacht himself said, “how 
great its economic dif¬ 
ficulties.” 

Indeed, although the nation 
experienced some prosperous 
years before the world reces¬ 
sion engulfed it again, spurring 
the rise of Hitler, unemploy¬ 
ment in varying degrees was 
never absent. The absolute 
priority of a stable currency, 
so dear to Schacht, obviously 
had its problems.

Keeping a cool head about 
separatist Premier Rene 
Levesque's ongoing campaign 
to take Quebec out of 
Confederation, you are not sup¬ 
posed to ask questions that 
might disturb him. 

For with Rene Levesque — 
and this judgment is made on 
the basis of his several casual 
press conferences here in re¬ 
cent years — to disturb him is 
to risk inflaming him. 

Long before he took over as 
premier, he dropped in, quite 
informally, on the Press Gal¬ 
lery, seemingly to do nothing 
more than push his then entire¬ 
ly unorganized campaign for 
Quebec independence

It was evident even in the 
days when separation seemed 
an impossible-dream-of- 
treason that he was so 
dedicated to it as to be in- / Beg tO Differ 
tolerant of questions. -°- 

He was so dazzled by the vi¬ 
sion of a “free” Quebec, as he 
then called it, as to be blind to 
its possible economic perils, 
perceiving only what he saw as 
its nationalistic glories. 

To question the financial 
sense of it was to enrage him. 

To argue was to see him throw 
up his hands in a gesture of dis¬ 
gust at the stupidity of

But things have changed 

Then he was a restless 
journalist-politician without 
any real power, and no actual

THAT trite old axiom about losing 4he battle but winning 
the war, might well be applicable in the far-from-over joust 
between backers of the French-language TV station over in 
Vancouver and those who look upon the whole exercise as a 
costly, irresponsible sop to the principle of Bi and Bi. 

Thousands of British Columbians wrote letters and 
signed petitions in an effort to plow a little common sense 
into CRTC heads. The gist of the write brigade was that there 
was no crying need for a French-language station in Van¬ 
couver, that the millions of dollars necessary for the con¬ 
struction of and the continued operation of such a station, 
could well be spent in many areas of proven necessity. 

THE CRTC, however, never known to accept any public 
input — even when specifically requested — completely dis¬ 
regarded vox populi and with dogged myopia, forged ahead 
with plans for and the building of, the French outlet. 

The whole thing was palpably blatant in that while the 
'publichearings” were being held on the matter, construction 
of the TV tower had already taken place at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars. In other words, the public hearings 
were nothing more than window dressing to placate the mud¬ 
dled masses, to give them a feeling they had been consulted. 

QUITE NATURALLY, CRTC had no Intention what¬ 
soever of backing away from the original further implemen¬ 
tation of Bi and Bi. It was, if you will, a callous disregard of 
the democratic process and a disregard made more brutal by 
the fact not even elected members of parliament could do a 
single thing to either abort or tone down the plan. 

Theirs was the absolute power, power without any hint of 
government intervention — one of the strongest of all 
bureaucracies. 

The CRTC did not take into consideration that British 
Columbia has but a miniscule .09 — nine-tenths of one pei 
cent — French-speaking population. For that .09, the 
spending of $2.5 million on station CBUFT. 

FOR THAT minority of minorities (several ethnic 
groups comprise much higher percentages in B.C.) the 
spending of $800,000 annually to operate the station. That's 
$800,000 this year, but knowing the CBC proclivity for 
spending tax money, it is not out of the question to suggest 
the operating budget will be over one million dollars within 
the next 18 months. 

Now while the CRTC felt the sting of public criticism at 
the outset, I suggest that sting will be but a fly-bite in com¬ 
parison with the outcry which is bound to come next fall 
when the French channel — 3 — will move over to channel 4, 
bumping that American station onto midband. The hue and 
cry will be of glass-shattering decibel because, my friends, it 
will mean hundreds of thousands of viewers will be denied 
Monday night football. That’s channel 4 in Vancouver — we 
look to be safe here in Victoria, at least for the time being. 

MONDAY NIGHT FOOTBALL falls somewhat short of a 
cultural experience. The elite society might turn their noses 
up §t Monday night football, but there are one helluva lot 
more “slobs” around than elitists and if they are deprived of 
their favorite viewing, all hell will rain down on CRTC and 
government heads. 

The CRTC will quickly point out that channel 4 will be 
available on midband — just lay out $115 for a handy con¬ 
verter and the world will once again be right. It will never 
dawn on their thick heads that maybe the few’ hundred 
French-speaking residents should be the ones forced to shell 
out the $115 for converters. The basic economics of the thing 
should be far more than enough to convince the CRTC that 
the proposed policy is, at best, idiocy. 

CAN YOU honestly believe that we would stand by for 
the spending of millions for the programming right of 3.600 
viewers? The 3,600 figure comes from the Bureau of Broad¬ 
cast Measurement and is the highest viewing audience 
CBUFT achieves at any given time. Other times they are 
lucky to get a few hundred. But we are spending that kind of 
money and we are spending it for no other reason than a 
further boot-licking concession to Quebec. Said statement, 
naturally, brands this, or any other commentator of like per¬ 
suasion, a bigot. 

It is perfectly acceptable, on the other hand, for Rene 
Levesque, the premier of Quebec, to go to New York, stand 
up in his rented tux and tell his audience he will DESTROY 
up in his rented tux and tell his audience he will destroy 
Canada. The same man who hypocritically took an oath of al¬ 
legiance to the queen not so many weeks ago. 
would call it sedition, but you don't say such things to a 
Quebecer. We might do irreparable harm to his pysche. 

The pattern has been the same for years — if a Quebecer 
speaks out, he is a patriot. If an English-speaking Canadian 
dares to criticize the abhorrent spending of money on 
bilingualism and biculturalism, he is a bigot, a racist. 

There have been many tar more important mistakes made 
in this wooing of the reluctant damsel than the removal of 
Monday night football from our viewing screens. But I will 
lay even money not a single one of those mistakes brought on 
an outcry that could in any way match the predicted bitter 
bile that will erupt this fall.

Merlyn Rees, Britain’s Northern Ireland secretary until 
two months ago, called the terrorists’ leaders “the God¬ 
fathers.” 

“It can be argued that crime and terrorism are evils that 
nourish each other,” he told Parliament. 

“Protection rackets and private armies interconnect. 
Mafias operate as co-operatives, to get rich quick, bloodily 
and for political ends.” 

British military intelligence and Northern Ireland’s 
police chiefs have long linked the mainly Roman Catholic 
Irish Republican Army and its Protestant rivals with an un¬ 
precedented crime wave amid the province’s seven-year-old 
sectarian conflict. 

The outlawed IRA is fighting to wrest Ulster from 
British rule and Protestant domination and unite it with the 
Irish Republic, which is 96 per cent Catholic. The million- 
strong Ptotestants oppose them.

Sewage 

Saanich peninsula’s water 
crisis can be solved; the shor¬ 
tage of irrigation water for the 
area’s farmers can be met; 
and the pollution of the ocean 
by the present municipal 
sewage system can be stopped, 
without putting any additional 
strain on the Greater Victoria 
water system by extending the 
present water mains any 
further into the peninsula. 

You do not have to have a 
degree in engineering to know 
that an area that gets its 
municipal water supply from 
wells — and the area has no 
municipal sewage system 
but relies on septic tanks for 
the disposal of its domestic 
wastes — is going to have the 
majority of the water returned 
to the water table 
(underground water level) 
through the filtering system of 
these septic tanks. 

But when the water is col¬ 
lected by a municipal sewerage 
system and pumped into the 
ocean, the water table is going 
to drop in relation to the in¬ 


crease of the residential area 
and of its sewer system 

Instead of the present 
municipal pllution control sta¬ 
tion (so-called) pumping the 
sewage out to pollute the sea. 
why not put in the additional 
treatment required and pump 
this water back to the farmers 
of the area to fill their water 
requirements, and by so doing 
return the water to the land 
where it will filter down and 
raise the water table so there 
will be no need to drill ad¬ 
ditional wells. In fact as the 
water table comes back to its 
previous levels, everyone’s 
wells would gain in volume. 

The area of the Victoria Air¬ 
port alone could absorb a 
tremendous amount of irriga¬ 
tion water and it alone could 
perhaps be used to maintain 
the level of the water table of 
that entire section of the penin¬ 
sula. There would not be any 
need to increase the depths of 
the present wells or drill ad¬ 
ditional ones. 

Why not do the sensible thing 
as the city of Vernon has done 
and use the domestic water for 
farm irrigation. Thb citizens of 
the Saanich peninsula would 
gain, the farmers would gain 
and the fishermen and en¬ 
vironmentalists would gain by 
having a workable, non¬ 
polluting sewer system in our 
area.

tions on both sides deny any criminal involvement. But there 
is evidence that nearly all of them are criminally active. 

Well-placed security informants claimed the objective 
of the terrorists’ current moves into legitimate business is 
two-fold: to bankroll their sectarian campaigns and to 
monopolize essential commercial enterprises and services 
to strengthen their influence over the communities they 
claim to represent. 

“Naturally this poses a serious threat to prospects of a 
peaceful solution,” a senior police officer commented. 

“These people are building up a network of control that 
could in a few years’ time change the structure of society in 
some areas of Belfast.” 

One security official claimed the IRA’s Provisional wing 
alone “could have a stranglehold over the entire Catholic 
community of West Belfast in 10 years’ time.” 

Organized crime already is big business in Belfast. 
Europe’s most trigger-happy city. It is carved up among 
rival extremist movements into fiercely protected ter¬ 
ritories. 

Gang feuds break out frequently on both sides, with 
Catholics shooting Catholics and Protestants giving “head 
jobs,” slang for a bullet in the brain, to their own kind. 

The sources claimed the terrorists now control scores of 
Belfast bars and shebeens, the local speakeasies, shops and 
supermarkets and a fleet of taxis, along with lucrative 
protection and welfare rackets. 

Most holdups in the city are carried out by the terrorists. 
Last year there were more than 1,500 in Ulster. In 1968, the 
year before the bloodshed began, there were only 50. 

The loot is used to buy guns and explosives. But some of 
it also is believed to go into the pockets of some extremist 
chieftains. 

Rev. McCarthy O’Quinas, parish priest at Holy Cross 
Church in the Catholic Ardoyne quarter of Belfast for nine 
years, called the IRA unit there “muderers, gangsters, what 
the media call Mafia.” 

“They’re simply using the situation for their own 
benefit.” he said. 

Catholic church authorities in Ireland pulled O’Quinas. 
56, out of the Ardoyne. an IRA stronghold and Belfast 
flashpoint, after the Provisionals gave him 48 hours to get 
out of town or die for denouncing them from the pulpit. He 
now works in Dublin. 

Sources in the construction business claimed that some 
firms “make arrangements” with terrorist groups before 
they start work in many parts of Belfast. 

That means hiring out-of-work members of paramilitary 
groups, doing work free for their organizations or employing 
“ghost workers’—listing non-existent men on the payroll 
and handing their money over to the terrorists. 

Some informants in Belfast claim the Provisionals’ 
Belfast Brigade has a monthly turnover of £1 million from 
legitimate business operations, protection and construction 
rackets and other organized crime. 

One of the main thrusts of an anti-crime drive by Belfast 
police is into the construction business, which ironically is 
booming as the authorities try to keep pace with the bombing 
by repairing damanged houses. 

Gerry Fitt, leader of the Catholic-based Social 
Democratic and Labor Party, charged that the Provisional 
IRA now controls the Carlisle Estate, a housing development 
in a badly-battered section of the city, and “dictates to hous¬ 
ing authorities which tenants should be given homes there. 

Security officials also believe the terrorists on both sides 
get money from fleets of taxis that operate in the ghetto 
areas. So many city buses have been hijacked and burned in 
rioting there that few run anymore.

A further, and very signifi¬ 
cant factor in our company’s 
operating and construction 
costs for the provision of com¬ 
munications facilities in 
British Columbia is the very 


scattered population, excep¬ 
tional remoteness of some of 
the communities we serve, 
and excessive cost in building 
and maintaining an intercon¬ 
necting, province-wide 
network over mountainous ter¬ 
rain. 

The cost of placing long dis¬ 
tance calls within most 
networks in the United States 
is lower than those placed with 
B.C. due to the volume of call¬ 
ing handled by the American 
systems. To further clarify this 
statement consider that our 
cost to provide and maintain a 
toll route between most 


centres in B.C. will be the 
same or substantially higher, 
but as a result of smaller over¬ 
all population density our 
system will carry less revenue- 
producing calls and must have 
a higher tariff rate to support 
these costs.

OTTAWA (CP) — A parlia¬ 
mentary committee set up to 
protect taxpayers from unfair 
government regulations and 
decrees says senior bureau¬ 
crats are obstructing its work. 

The 19-member Commons- 
Senate regulations committee 
will complain to both houses 
of Parliament next week that 
justice department lawyers 
are making it difficult for the 
committee to carry out its 
watchdog duties. 

Justice Minister Ronald 
Basford has responded that 
the committee wants depart¬ 
ment lawyers to reveal con¬ 
fidential legal opinions provid¬ 
ed to various government 
branches. 

The committee was appoint¬ 
ed more than five years ago 
to keep tabs on the power of 
the government to make im¬ 
portant decisions by cabinet 
and ministerial order rather 
than by Parliament-approved 
legislation. 

The 12 MPs and seven sena¬ 


tors are ready to have their 
first detailed report tabled in 
Parliament next week. They 
say delays were due largely 
to an unco-operative civil ser¬ 
vice. 

‘There appears to be a 
growing belief in the civil ser¬ 
vice that the committee is 
aimless and floundering,” 
committee counsel G.C. 
Eglington wrote in a memo¬ 
randum to the members. 

The committee wants to re¬ 
view more than 14,000 regula¬ 
tions and other statutory in¬ 
struments that allow cabinet 
and individual ministers, 
usually on the advice of se¬ 
nior civil servants, to make 
decisions without parliamen¬ 
tary approval. 

Such regulatory powers af¬ 
fect virtually every area of 
government including insur¬ 
ance applicants $nd numerous 
matters affecting taxation. 

It was a cabinet decision, 
not an act of Parliament, that

Those replying said that 
their sales would grow by 
only 2.6 per cent in 1977 to 
$13.9 billion from $13.5 billion 
the previos year and they 
forecast employment would 
dip by about one-half of one 
per cent.

Publicly-owned Sidbec-Dos-

These three big investment 
projects represent continuing, / 
rather than new investment.

-WO per cent. During the same 
period, industry profits rose 
Irom $875 million to $2 billion, 
an increase of 126 per cent, 
the report said. 

“If the government were to 
take a modest decrease in the 
revenues . trom future oil 
and gas price increases, they 
would still receive higher 
total revenue than they now 
receive.” the report said, be¬ 
cause lower royalties would 
increase development of re¬ 
source supplies, 

“They would also allow the 
industry stillicieht cash flow 
to make the necessary com¬ 
mitments to see Canada mov¬ 
ing towards a reasonable 
level of energy self-reliance.” 

Policies must be developed 
to encourage reinvestment ol 
at least 35 per cent of total 
production revenue. The re¬ 
port estimated an investment 
oi $47. billion in exploration 
and development would be 
needed in the next nine years.

While Sooke-Victoria-Oak Bay sports salmon fishermen 
•re scraping the bottom at 80 to 130 feet for their winter 
nhinooks, sportsmen at Campbell River are catching bigger 
chinooks on surface trolled bucktail flies. 

Guide John Ebert reports moot of the Campbell River 
salmon are in the teens and they are being taken on blue and 
white or Grey Ghost flies, with a number three or four Radi¬ 
ant pear! spinner, % oz. of weight and about 70 feet of line, 
worked along the riptides. 

They are being taken all along the Campbell River wa¬ 
terfront from Menzies Bay to Willow Point. 

In the lower Island waters anglers are still getting phe¬ 
nomenal success, with all areas reporting better than two fish 
to a boat average, at the weekend. 

But so far this week, success has been down slightly, 
probably a combination of lack of effort because of fog condi¬ 
tions and some shorter tides, which generally aren’t as 
productive as the long tides. Killer whales also showed two 
days this week. 

Sooke waters showed a drop in catch per-boat success, 
but the catch has been made up of heavier fish, with the 
grilse and jack catches dropping off, which means fishing has 

really been better. 

Some — not many — Chinooks have been taken inside 
Bee her Bay, along the log booms, a 10 and 12-pounder on 
Tuesday and a 25-pounder a week ago. 

Bedford IslandChurch Rock waters are still the most 
productive. 

Pedder Bay anglers have been getting most fish off 
Christopher Point, but they have been getting some fish in 
the waters all the way from Church Rock to the Pedder Bay 
kelp beds. 

Victoria waterfront has regained its position as the hot 
spot with an average catch of 2.3 fish to a boat, with Albert 
Head waters producing well. 

Oak Bay’s Trial Island and Cattle Point areas hav e been 
giving up 2.2 fish to a boat. 

Sidney waters have been producing good catches of 
Chinooks in the 10-lb. bracket, with Coal Island and Dock 
Island producing well. *** 

In Saanich Inlet, out of 550 fish recorded by federal fish¬ 
eries at the weekend, 370 of them were jack around 3* j 
pounds. Coles Bay to Henderson Point and Indian Bay and

) NEW YORK (AP) — Jerry 
iKapstein’s clients, stung by 
criticism of their agent, rallied 
.around him Thursday like 
fielders chasing a short fly 
jball. 

Kapstein had been the 
major target of charges made 
Wednesday by Marvin Miller, 
executive director of the 
Major League Baseball 
Players’ Association. 

•Miller said the high pay¬ 
ments received by Kapstein 
(and other agents “represent¬ 
ed nothing less than gouging.” 

“I can’t think of anybody in 
baseball who has a better 
agent than Jerry Kapstein,” 
said Boston Red Sox catcher 
Carlton Fisk by telephone 
from New' Hampshire. “I 
think the world of him. I know 
what he’s done for me and 
ballplayers like myself. 

Boston shortstop Rick Bur¬ 
leson said from his home in 
California that '‘Jerry has 
done more for me than any 
man on this earth. 

“I believe in him. He 


doesn’t only negotiate my con¬ 
tract, I turn to him for every¬ 
thing I need. He deserves 
everything I pay him. My 
wife feels the same way, too.” 

“Talk to people in baseball 
and you get nothing but 
priase for Jerry Kapstein’s 
honesty and forthrightness.” 
said outfielder Joe Rudi of 
California Angels by phone 
from California. 

“He's got an excellent repu¬ 
tation with the owners and the 
players. He lives by his repu¬ 
tation and its flawless,” 

Part of Miller's concern, 
voiced at the Wednesday news 
conference, was that Kapstein 
was reported to have earned 
more than SI million in a two- 
to-three week period late last 
year when the agent w’as ne¬ 
gotiating contracts worth 
more than $16 million for 10 of 
his free-agent stars. 

One of those players was 
Rudi, who played out his op¬ 
tion with Oakland A’s and 
signed a five-year contract 
with the Angels for $2 million. 

“He explained everything to 


me,” said Rudi. “He must 
have spent over a hundred 
hours with me during the sea¬ 
son, talking to me about stra¬ 
tegies and how we can get 
certain things. 

“His fee was not extrava¬ 
gant, especially considering 
what he does. In fact, com¬ 
pared to some agents, his fee 
is nominal.” 

“I think Marvin Miller had 
done a tremendous job for the 
players. He’s done unbelie- 
veable things for us. 

“But I'm upset when he 
rips my agent. When he rips 
my agent, he’s ripping me. It 
was my decision to hire 
Jerry, He’s the best sports 
lawyer in baseball.” 

Miller also criticized Kap¬ 
stein for allowing four of his 
agents to sign contracts that 
restricted their free-agent 
rights. The players, Fisk, 
Burleson and Fred Lynn of 
Boston and Garry Maddox of 
Philadelphia Phillies, signed 
contracts containing a right- 
of-first-refusal clause. 


That clause would prevent 
the players, if they become 
free agents, from signing with 
another team — provided Bos¬ 
ton or Philadelphia matched 
the team’s top offer. 

Dick Moss, counsel for the 
players association, said the 
right-of-first refusal would 
hold the line on potential 
offers from other clubs and 
wag a violation of the labor 
agreement reached between 
the players association and 
the owners. 

Moss also pointed out that 


the players didn’t have no¬ 
trade. no-sale clauses tor the 
life of their contracts, which 
would allow a transfer and 
give a different team the 
right to hold on to them. 

Both Fisk and Burleson said 
they knew the risks in signing 
contracts with the right-of- 
first refusal clause. 

“It was a negotiating 
point,” said Fisk. “When you 
negotiate a contract, there 
has to be give and take. I 
definitely think that without 
the clause, I would have got¬ 


ten less money. It was my 
decision to make.” 

Burleson said: “It was part 
of the negotiations. I received 
more money because of it. 
The right-of-first refusal was 
developed by the Boston club. 
It was not Jerry’s idea.” 

Moss, however, said the 
clause was Kapstein’s “brain¬ 
child,” and during the 
processing of the grievance on 
the right of first refusal which 
the union filed, Boston man¬ 
agement denied proposing or 
caring about the covenant.

OTTAWA <CP> — The Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
has called for new govern¬ 
ment policies on conservation 
and energy development to 
head off possible shortages in 
die mid 1980s. 

In a report released this 
week, the Paris-based organi¬ 
zation said world oil produc¬ 
tion might not be sufficient to 
meet needs if “spurts of eco¬ 
nomic growth in the mid- 
1980s" exceeded current es¬ 
timates. 

It said its 24 member coun¬ 
tries. mainly the western in¬ 
dustrial states, would need 
imports of 3 j million barrels a 
day in 1985. an increase of 
nine million barrels over 1974. 


Other oil importing develop¬ 
ing countries would need an¬ 
other three million barrels. 

The report also says pro¬ 
duction by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries may have expanded to 
their rated capacity of 45 mil¬ 
lion barrels and other export¬ 
ers to 5.5 million barrels. But 
it adds that actual production 
could be well below the ca¬ 
pacity. 

OECD urged its members to 
develop additional energy 
supplies and to cut demand as 
the “one realistic alternative 
to minimize inherent risks of 
enlarged imports of oil.” 

It called for a wide range of 
policy changes, from elimina¬ 
tion of price controls on oil 


and natural gas to easing en¬ 
vironmental rquirements tor 
new coal and nuclear power 
developments. 

Incentives should be provid¬ 
ed for improvements in oil re¬ 
covery and support programs 
for development of solar 
power, conversion of coal to oil 
or gas and extraction of oil 
from shale and tar sands. 

The report says Canada’s 
import needs will rise tr> 
800,000 barrels a day in 1980 
from an estimated 580,000 this 
year, and to 1.1 million bar¬ 
rels in 1985. • < 

Its forecast assumes that 
domestic oil prices will reach 
international levels by 1980 
and that natural gas prices 
will be equal to oil prices in 


terms of equivalent energy 
content. 

Oil prices now are about S3 
less than world levels and gas 
is selling for about 85 per cent 
of the domestic price of oil. 

Production from conven¬ 
tional sources will drop to just 
more than 1.1 million barrels 
a day in 1985 from 1.7 million 
in 1975, the report forecasts. 
Exploration in the frontier 
areas of the north and off¬ 
shore have yielded little oil, 
and no production is expected 
before 1985. 

Extraction of oil from the 
AJberta tar sands will total 
about 153,000 barrels daily 
from two plants by 1980, and 
274.000 barrels from three 
plants in 1985.

Only choice now 
is expanded war 


LONDON (UPI) — Black 
Rhodesian leader Joshua 
Xkomo says the breakdown of 
the Geneva conference leaves 
black nationalists with no 
choice except to expand the 
guerrilla war against the 
white minority regime. 

Homo assailed former U.S. 
secretary of state Henry Kis¬ 
singer apd British diplomats 
for their handling of the Rho¬ 
desian black majority-rule 
issue and complained “tlie 
whole thing was bungled from 
Geneva to Cape Town.” 

The nationalist leader was 
returning from Yugoslavia, 
where he talked with commu¬ 
nist leaders about more aid 
for the nationalists and pre¬ 
dicted the war would continue 
until the guerrillas found “a 
true solution” to Rhodesia’s 
problems with “victory on the 
battlefield.” 

“I wish I could prevent the 
war spreading further. But L 
have no means of doing so,” 
NToomo said here. “The war* 
continues and anything that 
happens in Rhodesia is on the 
shoulders of Smith and Cros- 


land. We shall answer that 
challenge.” 

Tlie Patriotic Front leader 
referred to Rhbdesian Pre¬ 
mier Ian Smith and British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crosland, whom he blamed 
jointly for tlie Geneva talks 
breakdown. 

The militant nationalist Pa¬ 
triotic Front, already recog¬ 
nized by the five black Afri¬ 
can states surrounding the 
white regime, hopes to gain 
recognition as the “legiti¬ 
mate” Rhodesian nationalist 
movement 

In an earlier Belgrade news I 
conference that excluded 
Western reporters. Xkomo 
said, ”... t do know one | 
thing, and that is that the war j 
in Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) will I 
continue until a true solution j 
is found for the people of this j 
African country .” 

Nkomo complained bitterly , 
here that British negotiator 1 
Ivor Richard called of the ; 
Geneva conference after 
meeting; Smith in Salisbury, 
but without consulting the na¬ 
tionalists. 


Land buyers to get 
fifth of money back 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Announcing the largest con¬ 
sumer refund in its history, 
the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion said this week that peo¬ 
ple allegedly gypped by buy¬ 
ing land at three western dev¬ 
elopments would get back $4 
million. 

Eligible for the refunds, 
which will amount to 20 cents 
on the dollar, are all persons 
who bought land in the devel¬ 
opments from Jan. 1, 1972, 
until Tuesday' of this week. 

The three projects are Cali¬ 
fornia City, in the Mojave 
Desert; Colorado City, near 
Peublo, Colo., and Cochiti 
Lake, between Albuquerque 
and Santa Fe, N.M. 

In all cases, tlie FTC said, 
the developer. Great Western 
United Corp. of Denver, mis¬ 
represented the value of the 
land, how far it had been de¬ 
veloped, and how much water 


was available on the property. 

In addition to the $4 million 
in refunds, the company 
agreed to spend $16 million 
improving roads, recreational 
sites and water and sewer fa¬ 
cilities at the developments 
during the next 10 years. 

The FTC said the company 
would put the $4 million in an 
escrow account at a bank 
within 30 days, and disburse¬ 
ments to injured consumers 
would be overseen by an in¬ 
dependent accounting firm. 

With those protections, tlie 
agency hopes to avoid what 
happened with a similar case 
in Florida more than two 
years ago. In that case, in¬ 
volving GAC Corp., con¬ 
sumers were supposed to get 
up to $17 million back, but not 
a penny of that was ever paid 
because the company went 
bankrupt soon after the settle¬ 
ment was readied.

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Vancouver hearing 

Cable duo battle 
before CRTC 
for TV licence 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Capi¬ 
tal Cable Co-operative con¬ 
tinued Its battle for a cable li¬ 
cence in Victoria Wednesday 
by criticizing Victoria Cable- 
vision, current holder of the 
licence, before the Canadian 
Radio-Television and Tele¬ 
communications Commission. 

Capital had previously ar¬ 
gued in the courts that when a 
licence expired, the door 
should be opened to new ap¬ 
plicants — not just the cur¬ 
rent licence holder. Renewal 
of Victoria Cablevision's li¬ 
cence is being considered by 
the CTKC and Capital ap¬ 
peared as an intervener. 

Jim Young, president of 
Capital, said the commission 
should deny a licence renewal 
to Premier Cablevision of 
Vancouver, owner of Victoria 
Cablevision. 

He also described Victoria 
Cablevision's community pro 
g r a m m i n g record as 
“distressingly inadequate.” 

Gordon Keeble, program 
director for Victoria Cable- 
vision, said Capital made 
promises about community 
programming while his com¬ 
pany’s performance in the 
field was visible. 


He drew applause from 
some members audience 
when be said there was no 
virtue in a non-profit organi¬ 
zation. He also described Cap¬ 
ital as an elitist gboup. 

Young said Premier was 
ready to sell to the highest 
bidder, and really didn’t want 
the Victoria licence because it 
was not concerned with serv¬ 
ing the community. 

Peter Pollen, vice-president 
of Capital and former Victoria 
mayor, said his group had no 
illusions about the financial 
needs involved. 

As for community program¬ 
ming, he said Capital would 
appropriate 10 per cent of 
revenues to this end, increas¬ 
ing this by two per cent year¬ 
ly to a final total of 20 per 
cent. 

H e described Victoria 
Cablevision’s commitment to 
community programming as 
paltry, adding, “They have a 
licence to steal, and by God, 
they’re using it.” 

(Western Broadcasting Co. 
Ltd. and Premier announced 
Wednesday that Western 
would purchase effective con¬ 
trol of Premier, subject to 
CTRC approval). 


Big research park 
under study at UBC 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British Columbia Develop¬ 
ment Oorp. has proposed 
building a research park cost¬ 
ing tens of millions of dollars 
at the University of British 
Columbua. 

The provosal, which calls 
for developing a 32-acre site 
near the present B.C. re¬ 
search facility, is being con¬ 
sidered by UBC and the Uni¬ 
versity Endowment Lands 
study group. 

Robert MacIntyre, project 
supervisor, said the project 
would aim to serve small in¬ 
dustries as well as large ones. 

In addition to offering space 
to large industries, the re¬ 
search park would offer units 
of 3,000 to 8,000 square feet 
where businesses could work 
the bugs out of new processes, 
and still smaller labs of 400 to 
1.200 square feet which small 
firms could use to tackle spe¬ 
cific research problems. 

The smaller units would be 
available on a rental or con¬ 
dominium basis, MacIntyre 
said. There would also be 
common facilities, such as li¬ 
braries. 

The development might 
come to as much as a million 


square feet, he said, which at 
today’s prices would cost 
about $25 million. Equipping 
and furnishing the buildings 
would be extra. 

The development corpora¬ 
tion would be responsible tor 
financing and construction, 
while a management commit¬ 
tee including UBC, the study 
group and industry represent¬ 
atives would oversee adminis¬ 
tration and scientific develop¬ 
ment, MacIntyre said. 

He said Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Don Phillips 
asked the corporation last fall 
to make a proposal for a re¬ 
search park. 

The proposal went to UBC 
and the endowment lands 
group in December and it is 
up to them to indicate an ac¬ 
ceptable site so planning can 
proceed. 

Dr. Peter Larkin, chairman 
of the UBC committee on the 
endowment lands, said that 
the idea of a research park 
has been around for a long 
time. 

.“We’re still not sold on the 
idea,” he said. “We believe 
, there should be more study 
with university, industry and 
government representatives 
getting together to do it. 


Mercury levels high 
for N.W.T. residents 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal 
testing has turned up more 
cases of highei>than-normal 
toxic mercury levels in the 
bloodstream of some 
Northwest Territories resi¬ 
dents. 

Of 20 persons tested in No¬ 
vember at Holman Island, 17 
had levels of 20 parts per bil¬ 
lion (ppb) or higher in their 
blood. SLx were in the 50 to 70 
ppb range. 

The federal government 
considers zero to 20 ppb the 
normal range for blood mer¬ 
cury, and the National Indian 
Brotherhood considers con¬ 
tinued levels above 50 serious 
and above 100 critical. 

Of 14 persons tested about 
the same time at Baker Lake, 
five had levels of 20 or above 


but none were higher than 39 

ppb. 

The mercury comes from 
eating sea mammals or fish 
which have become contami¬ 
nated. 

The figures also showed 
there continued to be a mer¬ 
cury problem at the north¬ 
western Ontario Indian re¬ 
served of Grassy Narrows and 
Whitedog. 

At GrassyN arrows, 47* per¬ 
sons were tested in November 
and 12 had levels of 20 ppb or 
higher. Seven had levels of 50 
or higher, three were above 
100 and one was 320 to 329 

ppb. 

At Whitedog, seven of 37 
persons tested had above-nor¬ 
mal levels. Three were above 
50 ppb and one was above 100.

Developer loses battle 
as council rejects plan 


Planners shoot down council 


A brief battle between a de¬ 
veloper and residents of the 
.100 block Quadra ended 
abruptly Thursday when not 
one of the aldermen on Vic¬ 
toria city council was willing 
to move approval of the proj¬ 
ect. 

The proposal was for con¬ 
struction of four townhouses 
and a three-unit addition to an 
existing house at 3010 Quadra. 

Leo and Ann Kuta, owners 
of the property, had received 
hacking from the city’s Advi¬ 
sory Planning Commission to 
build the four townhouse 
units, but city council was 
fold at a public hearing that 
the developer’s plans were 
vontravenii^; another recom¬ 
mendation of the APC. 

That recommendation said 
Ihe owner should be allowed 
to increase the number of 
suites in the existing building 


from four to seven, but plans 
showed a tluee-suite addition 
instead. 

Residents said the project 
would result in a complete 
change of atmosphere in the 
area, create parking prob¬ 
lems and invite further in¬ 
trusion of multiple-family zon¬ 
ing into residential neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

They quoted Mayor Michael 
Young’s Inaugural address, in 
which he stated his opposition 
to further spot zoning in the 
city. 

E. L. Kuta, appearing on 
behalf of his parents, told the 
hearing the proposal wasn’t 
made by * ‘‘fly-by-night de¬ 
veloper.” 

His parents, he said, lived 
on the property and intended 
to continue living there. 

He was asked whether he 
could present plans showing 


the retention of trees and 
shrubs on the property, but 
was unable to produce them. 

His verbal assurance that 
the vegetation would be pre¬ 
served was not good enough, 
according to Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier. 

Unless such assurance was 
given by way of plans to be 
filed as official documents. 
Glazier said, council was in 
no position to accept it. 

The proposal died when act¬ 
ing mayor Aid. William Tin¬ 
dall called for a motion to re¬ 
consider and finally pass the 
scheme, but no one came 
forth to make the motion. 

Rejection of the proposal 
gives residents a 12-month re¬ 
prieve. One year must pass 
before the developer is able to 
present the same or a similar 
project to council for consid¬ 
eration. 


Man sentenced to 90 days 
for stealing boss’s truck 


Frank Edward Walters, 33, 
was sentenced in county court 
Thursday to 90 days in jail for 
stealing his former employ¬ 
er’s truck and driving to Sas¬ 
katchewan last fall. 

Walters, also known as Ed¬ 
ward Frank Watters, of 224 
Island Highway, pleaded 
guilty before Judge Peter 
Mill ward to stealing a 1909 
Ford half-ton pickup over S200 
value, belonging to Dave 
Alder, of Salt Spring Auto 
Wreckers. Ganges. 

Crown counsel Peter Birkett 
asked for a stay erf proceed¬ 
ings on a charge of theft of 
more than 5200 from Alder. 

Birkett said Walters left 
Ganges the weekend of Sept. 
10-13, taking the truck with 
Alder's consent to pick up 
some truck parts and tools in 
Vancouver, with the intention 
of returning on Ihe Sunday to 
do a rush repair job. 


When he failed to appear ei¬ 
ther Sunday or Monday, Alder 
phoned the person from whom 
Walters was to collect the 
parts and learned the accused 
had not been there. He report¬ 
ed the matter to RCMP when 
he found Walters’ com monlaw 
wife and their belongings 
were gone from their trailer 
camp. 

On Oct. 4 he received a call 
from a woman in Richmond, 
Sask., asking if he was miss¬ 
ing a truck and that the ac¬ 
cused had left her to take a 
job there. Police found the ac¬ 
cused working at a garage 
with the truck parked outside. 

Counsel Douglas Christie 
said Alder owed Walters 
money and therefore felt no 
urgency in explaining his ab¬ 
sence, as he had previously 
been entrusted with the truck. 
This was less culpable than 
outright theft, he argued. 


The lawyer noted Walters 
had spent three months in 
custody awaiting trial. 

Birkett’ pointed out the ac¬ 
cused spent only six weeks in 
custody before being granted 
bail, and that he had never 
asked Alder for the money 
owing him for work they had 
agreed to split 50-50. 

Alder was under no compul¬ 
sion to pay Walters until his 
customers paid him, Birkett 
said. 

The crown cited a lengthy 
history of convictions for 
I heft, contributing to juvenile 
delinquency, dangerous driv¬ 
ing. assault, false pretences, 
and fraud in all three western 
provinces, and said Walters 
w*as released from his last sen¬ 
tence in Sept.-Mnber. 1975. 


Saanich council’s lands, 
planning and housing commit¬ 
tee is already facing chal¬ 
lenges to its decision this 
week to declare a tract of 200 
acres in. north Quadra a dev¬ 
elopment area.

John Gowlin, representing 
Munro Developments, remind¬ 
ed aldermen that on Nov. 3, 
1973 council had agreed to - 
allow' property on the north 
side of Lucas to be developed 
into 24 lots of 6,000 square 
feet. 

The zoning was to go into 
effect with final reading of 
the bylaw amendment. This 
has yet to occur. 

Aid. Joseph Bourque ob¬ 
served: “It seems we have a 
commitment here. We had 
better honor our commitment 
to this developer." 

The commitlee decided to 
toss the hot potato into coun¬ 
cil’s lan without any recom¬ 
mendation. 

The other challenge < a me 
from three developers from 
Edmonton who own 10 acres 
north of Lucas. 

Spokesman Matt Baldwin 
said the three had owned the 
property since 1974 and since 
that time “have gone through 
experiences trying to develop

the property no government 
would believe.” 

"We’ve been brainwashed 
enough. We are willing to 
take anything you will give 
us, anything to get the proper¬ 
ty developed.” 

He recalled that a 97-unit 
housing development had 
been reduced to 80 units after 
his group was assured “it wall 
pass if the proposal is re¬ 
duced in size — but we failed 
— council rejected the revised 
plan.” 


Baldwin said he would set¬ 
tle lor developing the proper¬ 
ty as 7,200-square-fooL lots. 

The north Quadra plan calls 
for 581 single-family lots and 
252 townhouse units. Total 
population would be 2,500, an 
average density of 14 persons 
an acre. 

The area is between Pat 
Bay Highway and the fringe 
of the Blenkinsop Valley, the 
northerly point between 
Quadra and the Pat Bay junc¬ 
tion and the southerly, in the 
Rogers-Woodhall area. 


Developer Jack Anderson, 
3018 Baynes, disagreed with 
municipal planner Gil Lauren- 
son’s statement that the area 
was Saanich’s last remaining 
high quality district available 
lor homes. 

v Anderson, who with three 
other persons owns 12 acres 
overlooking the proposed 
Royal Oak Industrial zone, 
said bis land was better suit¬ 
ed for development other than 
single-family. 

*‘I defy any member of 
council to say my property is 


suitable only for high class 
residential homes.” 

He also wondered why 
council was not taking advan¬ 
tage of government incentive 
grants to assist in paying for 
sewer services for the area. 

Anderson was supported by 

George Connolly, a resident of 
the recently opened, 86-unit 
Marigold co-operative housing 
complex at Interurban and 
Columbine. 

He said he represented a 
group which wanted to build 
200 side-by-side co-operative 
units on land owned by Ander¬ 
son. 

The committee agreed to 
study plans for such a devel¬ 
opment.

Patricia Lecoy of 546 Alpha 
was fined 5100 for shoplifting 
jewellery from Woolworth’s 
on Christmas eve and 550 for 
having a blood-alcohol read¬ 
ing over .08 on New Year’s 
eve. 

Ostler noted that the woman 
had children aged 13, 7. 6, 4 
and 1, was on welfare, but still 
managed to "sit five hours in 
a beer parlor and then get 
behind the wheel of a car.” 

In addition to the fines. 
Ostler ordered six months 
probation and issued a ban on 
entering licenced premises or 
possession of any liquor. 

Before handing down his de¬ 
cision. Ostler said she should 
go to jail but. did not want to 
send hev there because of the 
small children.

B.C. assessment grant chop 
to boost Victoria’s costs 


Fluorescent lighting may be 
responsible for a host of 
human ills, from hyperac¬ 
tivity in children to tension 
headaches, and should be re¬ 
placed with incandescent 
lights. 

So says a Vancouver light¬ 
ing consultant, Half Kelman, 
who spoke at a seminar on 
light and lighting Wednesday 
night at the Greater Victoria 
School Board’s resource 
centre. 

Kelman pointed to the bat¬ 
tery of 16 multiple banks of 
fluorescent lights oh the ceil¬ 
ing and told his audience that 
‘‘this is crude garbage we are 
sitting under.” 

“The subliminal, subtle 
noise from fluorescent lights 
is another form of noise pollu¬ 
tion, and one which is forced 
on us without any choice,” he 
•aid. 

Kelman said fluorescent 
lighting was a waste of en¬ 
ergy and harmful to health. 

“High light levels In schools 
are used as a productivity 
technique to manipulate chil¬ 
dren. The office buildings 
they will end up in are just 
another stage along the way 
of manipulating them to do a 
job,” he said. 

Children in school are being 
“blasted” with fluorescent

light to the point where they 
have “fluorescent withdraw¬ 
al” when entering a naturally 
lighted room, he said. 

Kelman said the provincial 
government, as well as school 
boards, should know more 
about the impact of highrin- 
tensity lighting on humans be¬ 
fore committing future office 
■buildings and schools to the 
controversial fixtures. 

“Unfortunately, illumina¬ 
tion engineers in our society 
are an industry-oriented 
group. The construction of 


schools is linked up with the 
lighting industry lobby and 
the sale of fluorescent lights,” 
he said. 

The other three panel 
members — John Morrison, a 
Victoria lighting consultant, 
Dr, Allen Arneil, capital re¬ 
gion health officer, and Dr. R. 
L. Evanso of the B.C. Energy 
Commission — did not ven¬ 
ture into the same boat which 
Kelman rocked. 

Morrison said, for example, 
that “the purpose of all ar¬ 
tificial light is to provide ef¬ 


ficient, comfortable surround¬ 
ings for the visual task re¬ 
quired.” 

He did add, however, that 
much of the criticism that 
lighting levels were too high 
in buildings was ‘’justified.’’ 

Provincial regulations insist 
on a minimum of 70 foot can¬ 
dles in commercial buildings. 
(A foot candle is the amount 
of light thrown by one candle 
a foot away.) 

B.C. Hydro recommends a 
minimum of 100 foot candles 
in commercial buildings.

Morrison said it would be

“In many office buildings in 
British Columbia, the light lev¬ 
el is in excess of 150 candle- 
feet, and in classrooms in 
excess of 100 candle feet,” he 
said. 

Before the meeting Ameil 
said minimum lighting re¬ 
quirements had increased in 
the last 30 years from 10 foot 
candles, to 30 foot candles, 
and finally to 70 foot candles. 

“Walking into one of those 
drugstores with the bright ar¬ 
tificial lighting makes me feel 
ill,” he said. 

“Recent reports have 
suggested that the extensive 
use of artificial light during 
the last 50 years is responsi¬ 
ble for lowering tlie average 
age when women reach pu¬ 
berty,” he said. 

“Light is necessary for the 
maturation of an organism. 
We have, in effect, decreased 
our winter darkness. Ih the 
tropics, the same phenomenon 
has not occurred with 
women,” he said. 

Ameil said it would be dif¬ 
ficult to calculate whether the 
same thing had happened 
with men, because “it is hard 
to say just when a man had 
his first ejaculation. Puberty 
for a woman starts with her 
first menstruation,” he said. 

As part of the seminar, a 
movie by John Ott, a private 
researcher, was shown. 

Ott said in the film that cool 
w'hite, warm white and pink 
fluorescent lights upset the 
normal distribution of natural 
daylight, and c o u Id cause 
tumors and brain damage in 
mice. 

Ott said that in one Ameri¬ 
can school, the fluorescent 
lights were replaced by “full 
spectrum fluorescent lights 
with radiation shields.” 

This reduced hyperactivity 
in children and improved the 
behavior of the entire class, 
he said. 

“Scientific studies are need¬ 
ed in this important area of 
research,” he said. “There is 
a relationship between light 
energy and cell growth.’’ 

Ott gave a lecture at the 
provincial museum in Vic¬ 
toria last July, and blamed 
fluorescent light for hyperac¬ 
tivity and cancer. 

He stressed the need for 
natural daylight in our lives. 

His Environmental Health 
and Light Research Institute 
in Sarasota, Fla., was invited 
last year to carry on full-time 
research work at the Park 
Memorial Institute cancer 
centre in New York state. 


Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe has confirmed that the 
provincial government intends 
to cut the operating grant of 
the British Columbia Assess¬ 
ment Authority by 75 per 
cent. 

The cut in the grant, from 
54.2 million last year to 51.1 
million, will mean an increase 
of about 575.0QO in the amount

Vancouver costs will increase 
by about 5600,000. 

Wolfe said when the author¬ 
ity .was established in 1974 to 
provide uniform assessment 
for B.C., a larger grant was 
given for start-up costs. 

He said the $1.1 million is 
the amount of the grant which 
is set down in the Assessment 
Authority Act. 


When the act was es¬ 
tablished, the amount of the 
provincial grant was set at a 
level as if all property was 
taxed at 100 percent of value, 
a change which has never oc¬ 
curred. 

The government has always 
made up the difference but 
the minister said this year it 
was decided to cut it back to 
the statutory amount.

Nickelodeon plays Americana

NEW YORK — Peter Bog¬ 
danovich is the true-blue aris¬ 
tocrat of today’s younger 
filmmaking generation. 

Call on him at 2 in the af¬ 
ternoon, as I did, and it’s al¬ 
together possible you’ll be 
getting him out of bed. Even 
if your knock is what awuke 
him, he’ll have on a pressed 
11 pair of trousers and a fashion- 


late vest before he opens the 
door. Then he’ll sit and talk 
about films in calm and cul¬ 
tivated tones. 

Yet a glint of moviemania 
lurks deep in his eyes, as if 
^some huge and hidden part of 
^him is still sleep and dream¬ 
ing celluloid dreams. 

Thriller, small-town drama, 
screwball farce, nostalgic 
comedy, costume romance, 
documentary, musical 


Bogdanovich has done it all, 
from Last Picture Show real¬ 
ism to Paper Moon humor, 
and done most of it well. 

His latest, Nickelodean, is a 
conscious summation of all 
that preceded it, and an out¬ 
growth of his earlier days as 
a critic and film scholar. ”It’s 
a movie I’ve wanted to make 
for 10 years.” he says with a 
sigh of satisfaction that it has 
finally come to pass. 


Back in his writing days 
Bogdanovich “used to do a lot 
of interviews with directors 
like John Ford and Raoul 
Walsh and Alan Dwan and 
Fritz Lang and Leo McCarey. 
They went on for hours and 
days, and I ferreted away a 
lot of information — much for 
my own use, and some to 
share with the public, too. 

“They all told me stories 
about this past era filmmak¬ 
ing, which was the beginning 
of it all, between 1910 and 
1915.

“Nobody got into pictures 
because they had planned it 
all their lives, because movies 
never existed before,” he 
adds. ' These men literally 
fell into it.

Court evicts squatting ‘miners’ 


Five squatters were given 
30 days Thursday to vacate 
land near Shawnigan Lake 
after MacMillan Bloedel was 
granted a B.C. Supreme Court 
injunction. 

The order by Mr. Justice J. 
G. Ruttan compels Fred An¬ 
derson, his brother Peter, 
mother Ella, Richard Houle 
and Heather Cousins to re¬ 
move their possessions from a 
parcel of land described as 
Block 932 of the Helmcken 
District, containing 8,342 
acres near Wild Deer Creek. 
10 miles south of Duncan and 
nine miles west of Shawnigan. 

They are prevented from 
re-entering the property or 


from its future use, except to 
exercise in good faith their 
rights under the Mineral Act, 
for which they may apply to 
the court for relief from the 
injunction. 

Fred Anderson, who con¬ 
ducted most of his own ar¬ 
gument, was granted an ad¬ 
journment to next Thursday 
to permit representation by 
Douglas Christie, who entered 
a valid free miner’s certifi¬ 
cate in evidence. 

Anderson said he had held a 
prospector’s certificate since 
1968, and Christie maintained 
this entitled the defendants to 
use the property. 

He said to prevent them 


from re-entering the lands 
would contravene the Mineral 
Act. which provides free entry 
to any lands on which the 
precious metal rights are held 
by the crown, and to locate 
and prospect for these miner¬ 
als. 

Ruttan said it required no 
expert knowledge to see 
whether any legitimate min¬ 
ing or prospecting had been 
carried out, referring to the 
prospector’s licence as “a de¬ 
vice to acquire squatter’s 
rights to this property.” 

David Williams, counsel for 
the plaintiffs, said the com¬ 
pany did not object to pros¬ 
pectors, but only to the set¬ 


ting up of "permanent en¬ 
campments and staying for 
years." 

He said the defendants had 
built fences, a log cabin, 
bam, planted gardens and 
were running a horse on the 
property. 

MacMillan Bloedel was the 
"owner of freehold property 
wishing to get rid of someone 
who is squatting in his back¬ 
yard," counsel said, likening 
the situation to any parcel of 
land in Victoria for which an 
owner might apply to have a 
squatter turned off. 

"Anderson and his friends 
have had a verv good run at 
it," having been there since 
1970, Williams said. 


The forestry company did 
not want the defendants or 
anyone else moving onto their 
lands and sought an order to 
cover apprehended trespass. 

A sixth person, Richard 
Harvey Moore, also was 
named originally, but action 
was discontinued when it ap¬ 
peared he was in a different 
position from the others, and 
he was granted costs covering 
his preparations and appear¬ 
ance at court for trial. 

Christie said later the re¬ 
maining defendants would be 
assessed costs of the injunc¬ 
tion as a normal course of 
events. 


Langford man 
kicks WCB

Protesting inaction by the 
Workers' Compensation 
Board, a 52-year-old Langford 
man vowed Thursday night to 
sit on the steps of the Legisla¬ 
ture every* day until the gov¬ 
ernment did something about 
it. 

Norman Ferguson said he 
has an undiagnosed leg condi- 
ton. possibly phlebitis or 
edema, which makes his legs 
so painful that he cannot 
work. Doctors will no longer 
give him Demerol to reduce 
the pain, which he described 
as "lika someone hitting your 
shins with a hammer.” 

Ferguson said he has had 
five operations on his legs, 
the first in 1960 to remove a 
bone chip from his right knee, 
resulting from an accident at 
a logging camp on northern 
Vancouver Island.

from that. Ferguson drove a 
cement mixer for Ocean Ce¬ 
ment until about two years 
ago, when his right leg began 
giving him trouble and he had 
the kneecap removed. 


peared at the Legislature 
wearing heavy socks.

Ferguson said. 

What he needs, he claims, 
is an operation on his legs so 
that a diagnosis can be made 
by a radiologist. A radiologist 
has refused to examine him 
because his legs are so swol¬ 
len that the veins cannot be 
located. He is unable to wear 
shoes or sandles, and ap-

The study breaks down the 
area into 11 landscape types, 
and recommends how the 
land can be develoj>ed. 

Population of the western 
community is expected to in¬ 
crease from the present 22,000 
to about 54,000 by 1995. and 
there is more than sufficient 
suitable land to accommodate 
the increase, the report says. 

Planners have predicted the 
regional district will have to 
accommodate about 370,000 
by 1995, an increase of almost 
170,000 over the present level. 


One-hospital cry grows 


$10million lost 
monthly by gap 

in jobs—Glazier 


The Victoria area is losing 
$10 million a month because 
of its 10,000 unemployed, ac¬ 
cording to Victoria Aid. Mur¬ 
ray Glazier. 

And because no one is quite 
sure of the causes, it is impos¬ 
sible to suggest remedies. 

Glazier took the problem to 
the executive committee of 
the Capital Region Board, 
suggesting that someone 
study ways to improve the re¬ 
gion’s economy. 

Members agreed it was a 
good idea, andf sent Glazier 
off to get started. 

Glazier said that no one 
knew to what extent retire¬ 
ment pensions, or civil ser¬ 


vice incomes sheltered the 
economy of the area. 

"Some see industry as the 
primary solution, others retire¬ 
ment or tourism," he said. 

The uncertainty was largely 
because there is no basic in¬ 
formation, he said. 

"The community knows 
generally and intuitively that 
something must be done, but 
needs a focal point or body to 
co-ordinate its efforts.’’ Gla¬ 
zier said. 

He said he will seek infor¬ 
mation from leaders in social 
services, commerce, profes¬ 
sions and the university, look¬ 
ing for expert volunteer re¬ 
search in each field. 

"We have some very vocal 


groups asking for action, such 
as the chamber of commerce, 
or construction, but there are 
some quiet groups such as the 
university, or the retired who 
contribute to the economy and 
we simply don’t know to what 
extent. 

"But if we help one group 
— piit industry In the Inner 
Harbor for instance — then 
we could hurt another group, 
such as the retired people in 
James Bay.’’ 

Glazier said that once Infor¬ 
mation is available, he ex¬ 
pects the region will sponsor 
panel discussions, forums and 
seminars to determine ways 
for essential improvements in 
the economy. 


Victoria has first 
Victoria flu case 


Canada’s first case of A- 
Vlctoria influenza this year 
has been confirmed here in 
Victoria. 

Local health officials say it 
could be an epidemic, or 
might fizzle out with only a 
few cases. 

Regional medical health of¬ 
ficer Dr. Allan Ameil said 
Thursday the virus was isolat¬ 
ed from a middle-aged man in 
Victoria who came down with 
flu symptoms two weeks ago. 
It was officially confirmed by 
a Vancouver laboratory 
Wednesday, one day before 
Canada’s second case was 
confirmed in Toronto. 

The vaccine used in B.C. for 
8 wine flu also protects against 
A-Victoria, a highly con¬ 
tagious flu which was respon¬ 
sible for 50 to 100 deaths in 
Canada last year, Ameil said. 

That vaccine is still being 
offered to those over 64, and 
those with chronic illnesses 
that can be complicated by 
flu, Ameil said. They can 
make appointments through 
the Capital Region office. 

Flu shots can still offer 
some protection against A- 
Victoria, although it takes 
about one to three weeks to 
build up immunity, Ameil 
said. 

He noted, that it is getting 
late in the season for A-Vic- 
toria factually named after 
Victoria, Australia, where it 
was first isolated in 1975) to

Forest pests plague million acres 


acres oi pine stands, mainly mas mistletoe which grows 
in the Interior. on a majority of conifers in 

the province. 


One million acres of produc¬ 
tive forest land in B.C. were 
infested by posts in 1976, 
according to an insect and dis¬ 
ease survey report issued by 
the Pacific Forest Research 
centre on Burnside Road in 
Saanich. 

Most damaging were root 
rot, dwarf mistletoe, bud- 
worms, beetles and loopers. 

The report states the moun¬ 
tain pine beetle continued to 
be the single most serious in¬ 
sect problem. The insect 
infested more than 115,000 


The spruce budworm has 
infested more than '115,000 
acres on Vancouver Island and 
in the Kamloojr- Forest Dis¬ 
trict. 

The western hemlock looper 
was responsible for heavy de¬ 
foliation of western hemlock, 
about 26,000 acres, in Wells 
Gray provincial park. 

Ttie pests causing the most 
concern, however, were root 
rot and dwarf mistletoe — a 
smaller variety of the Christ- 


Root rot continued to domi- 
r-iie disease problems with 
large inlected areas on Van¬ 
couver Island and the Lower 
Mainland and in young tree 
stands in the ftfmToops and 
Nelson forest districts. 

Centre officials estimate the 
annual lumber volume loss to 
root rot exceeds 80 million 
cubic feet. 

Dwarf mistletoe, a perenni¬ 
al problem in B.C. forests, 


causes annual losses estimat¬ 
ed at more than 150 million 
cubic feet. 

Latest surveys indicate the 
problem persists in 30 per 
cent of the lodgepole pine 
stands in the Cariboo, in many 
hemlock stands on the coast 
and sporadically in Douglas 
fir and larch stands in the In¬ 
terior. 

Needle rust on Douglas fir, 
hemlock and balsam was 
more obvious last year with 
the increase of rust attributed 
to a cold, wet summer. In 


many areas, up to 60 per cent 
of the foliage was affected. 

The mountain pine beetle 
continued to be the single 
most serious insect problem 
in the province. 

Survey officials estimate 
tlvat ai least 500,000 acres of 
Douglas fir stands w r ere 
infested by the spruce bud- 
worm, primarily in the Van¬ 
couver and Kamloops forest 
districts. Most areas have had 
infestations since 1969, but 
higher insect populations 
were reported in recent sur¬ 
veys.

Lately there seem 
to be a lot more kooks around 
than there were a few years 
ago. Yew get crank calls 
much more. It’s very, very 
hard.”

“If you think every time he 
walks out the door. ‘This may 
be the last time I see him,’ 
you'll go crazy,” she said. 

"After all. anyone can get 
killed on the road these days. 

"One of the hardest things 
is seeing your husband in¬ 
jured. 

"Almost all of us have had 
our man get a broken nose or 
arm. If I hear that has hap- 
j*ned to someone, I always 
phone up the wife and offer 
heli 1 ” 

Mrs. Braeker said there is a 
definite bond between police¬ 
men’s wives. 

"Most of our friends are po¬ 
licemen and their wives. 
Other people ask us out but 
alter you refuse the fourth or 
fifth invitation because your 
husband is working overtime, 
they stay away from you. 

"But it’s OK. We appreciate 
our husbands and the work 
they do. You certainly never 
take them for granted; conse¬ 
quently your time together is 
precious." » 

Mrs. Braeker said: "You 
have to remember that your 
husband sees some horrible 
things murders, suicides, 
child beatings. It he becomes 
cynical you have to under¬ 
stand why.” 

Although wives have to pro¬ 
vide most of the emotional 
supijort in police marriages, 
Mrs. Braeker wouldn’t trade 
her lot with anyone. 

Her husband helps by aj>- 
preciating the pressures his 
wife lives under. 

"She’s been incredible, 
always understanding and en¬ 
couraging.” said the 46-year- 
old constable. 

And though his wife thinks 
his job will always come first, 
Karl Braeker says he 
wouldn’t hesitate to give up 
his i>olice career if his mar¬ 
riage and family life were 
jeopardized.

LOS ANGELES — The ad 
features a tall, ruggedly hand¬ 
some man standing by a flick¬ 
ering fireplace, glass in hand, 
beautiful woman at his side. 

This man’s brand of liquor 
will keep him breathless, 
reads the caption below. 

“What it doesn’t say.” says 
Adele Strassfield, "is that it 
may also leave him homeless, 
penniless and jobless.” 

As a recovered alcoholic 
and director of nearby Hawth¬ 
orne Community Hospital’s 
highly respected alcoholism 
program. Strassfield speaks 
from experience. 

"Anybody who drinks can 
become an alcoholic,” she 
says. "You don’t need a 
pusher for it. 

“It’s almost like we in this 
country encourage it.” 

Serious drinking in the Unit¬ 
ed States is on the upswing as 
the number of alcoholics has

multiplied from one out of 
every 20 Americans to one out 
of every 16. 

Strassfield predicts ttyat the 
time may come when the fig¬ 
ure is closer to one in five. 

The only known cure for the 
disease sounds simple enough, 
but is difficult to accomplish 
- total abstinence. 

"Alcoholism is a twofold 
disease,” Strassfield says. 
“It’s a mental compulsion and 
a physical allergy. 

“And at this point in his¬ 
tory, it’s incurable. There’s 
never been a case when you 
can have one drink success¬ 
fully again once you’ve been 
an alcoholic.” 

The hardest part of recov¬ 
ery for an alcoholic often is 
taking the first, hesitant step 
toward help. 

To avoid being told he must 
not drink, the alcoholic will 
lie about the amount he is 
consuming — to his doctor, to 
his family, even to himself. 


"It's an insidious disease,” 
Strassfield says. "You drink 
to forget and then in the 
morning when you wake up, 
you find out that you’ve only 
made everything worse.” 

The key to the treatment 
developed by Strassfield and 
her hospital colleagues is self- 
discovery. 

"Alcohol is an anesthetic. 
That’s why it gives such great 
relief. When a person drinks, 
it changes the way he feels.” 

She says an alcoholic often 
is someone who has never 
given himself the opportunity 
of coping with his problems. 

"He’s taken a drink in¬ 
stead,” she says. 

"With our access therapy, 
we’re giving him access to 
himself as a human being. 
Our ultimate goal is to have 
him recognize the defences 
he’s been using, to recognize 
other people are feeling peo¬ 


ple, to 
alone.”

THORNHIIX. Ont. (CP) 
Winifred Marsh remembers 
the days when Eskimos tra¬ 
velled by dogsled and laughed 
when she hung her baby’s 
freshly laundered clothes out¬ 
side to dry. 

That was in the 1930s when 
she and her late husband, 
Donald, were Anglican mis¬ 
sionaries in the small com- 
munilty of Eskimo Point, 
N.W.T. 

The Eskimo women laughed 
at Mrs. Marsh because her in¬ 
fant wore clothes. Their 
babies went l>are and needed 
only to huddle closer to their 
mothers’ warm bodies to 
stave off the cold. 

Mrs. Marsh, an art teacher 
in England before her mar¬ 
riage. learned to love the Es¬ 
kimo people during her 12 
years in the Arctic. She stud¬ 
ied their customs in meticu¬ 


lous detail, recording with col¬ 
ored pencils and watercolors 
a way of life that she says no 
longer exists. 

Her sketches and paintings 
are in a book called People of 
the Willow, in which she de¬ 
scribes her affection for the 
Padlimiut tribe. 

The Eskimos, who at that 
time were superstitious about 
cameras, were fascinated 
with the paintings. She said in 
an interview that she set her¬ 
self the task of showing them 
their own beauty. 


"Each painting." she says 
in the book, "became a 
prayer.” The days in the 
North were not easy for the 
Marshes, who returned to On¬ 
tario in 1948 after Mr. Marsh 
w as ordained as a bishop. 

“In all. I suppose we man¬ 
aged on a good deal less than 
$2,000 a year," she said. "We 
had to live simply.” 

Mrs. Marsh said she worri¬ 
ed at first about her lack of 
experience and then ”1 decid¬ 
ed to do things my own way.” 


No drugs are allowed dur¬ 
ing the alcoholic’s 21-day hos¬ 
pital stay. 

“What we deal with are the 
emotions — the angers, the 
fears, the frustrations —- an 
alcoholic has. 

"We do this without drugs 
so we can have the total 
human being to work with 
We don’t want to give them 
tranquilizers or sleeping pills 
because we don’t want to en¬ 
courage them to a new addic¬ 
tion. 

"And we know that nobody 
has ever died from a lack of 
sleep.” 

As many as 16 alcoholics 
can be admitted to the pro¬ 
gram at any one time. 

They can be men, women, 
teenagers, the elderly. They 
can be rich and they can be 
poor. 

"We have executives from 
industry, we have doctors, we 
have singing stars.” Strass¬ 
field says. “Alcoholism is no 
respecter of age or position." 

Some alcoholics join the 
program through a referral 
by a doctor, and others arrive 
at the hospital’s own emer¬ 
gency room. 

Sometimes they hear about 
Strassfield and her therapy 
through word of mouth and 
other times on the recommen¬ 
dation of the office or factory 
counsellor. 

“Most come here becltose 
someone is at them,” Strass¬ 
field explains. “And some . a 
minority, because they are 
sick and tired of it. 

“In the old days, people 
thought you had to lose ever- 
thing before you would give 
up your drink. But you don’t 
have to lose everything any¬ 
more. 

"And if you’re beginning to 
suspect that some of your 
problems are related to 
drinking, the chances are 
you’ve got it. 

"The sooner you get help, 
the better."

Most cities 
canvassed in a Cross-Canada 
Survey by The Canadian 
Press report that a wide vari¬ 
ety of persons are becoming 
involved. 

Jacqueline Coinner. execu¬

More people available 


Be it ever so humble, 
more women stay home 


Mrs. Coinner said: “It’s not 
any more difficult getting peo¬ 
ple than before, primarily be¬ 
cause there are more people 
available, which seems to be 
in a direct ratio to the 
number of people we need.” 

She said the need for volun¬ 
teer work is greater now' be¬ 
cause more agencies have 
been developed in the last 10 
years. 

“There are more opportuni¬ 
ties and more programs than 
ever before.” 

Helen Hayles. head of the 
Winnipeg Volunteer Bureau 
said that, mainly because 
money has been getting 
tighter and there have been 
cuts in some social services 
by the provincial and federal 
governments, the need for 
volunteers has become 
greater. 

She said about 1,000 volun¬ 


teers a year are recruited in 
Winnipeg. 

David Leach, executive 
director of the Halifax Volun¬ 
teer Bureau said some groups 
in that city have been ex¬ 
periencing a volunteer short¬ 
age while others have a suf¬ 
ficient number. 

“It all depends on their pub¬ 
lic image,” he said, “and how 
well they present their 
needs.” 

In Ottawa a shortage of vo¬ 
lunteers has been a prenni- 
al problem and seems to have 
grown more serious during 
the last 10 years, said Sandra 
Knapp, executive secretary of 
the Central Volunteer Bureau. 

A recent study by the 
bureau, which places volun¬ 
teers with 100 agencies in the 
city, indicated that agencies 
need 2,500 new volunteers a 
year and “there’s just no way 
we’d get that many.”

BOSTON — For the last 
year or so, American women 
have been especially eager to 
take paid work. Now there 
are signs leisure and life at 
home are having more ap¬ 
peal. 

That, at least, is the theory 
of A. Gary Shilling, economist 
with White “Weld Economic 
Services. If he is right about 
fewer women joining the 
labor force, it will be good 
news indeed for President 
Carter. It should result in a 


faster drop in the unemploy¬ 
ment rate. 

What’s happened is that in 
the current recovery from the 
1973-74 recession, the percent¬ 
age participation of women in 
the civilian labor force in¬ 
creased much faster than the 
normal uptrend. 

Normally, the i>ercentage of 
adult women with paid jobs 
has been rising slightly less 
than .1 per cent per quarter. 

In this recovery period, 
however, the percentage has 
grown from 53.6 per central 
the worst point of the reces¬ 
sion (first quarter, 1975) to 
55.6 per cent in the last 


Workers more mobile 


(Ms. Knapp suggested that 
people now are more mobile 
and tend not to take long-term 
community commitments and 
there is an increasing number 
of people who can’t afford to 
do volunteer work. 

She said volunteer work 
“doesn’t mean just helping 
the poor in the afternoon any¬ 
more.” 

Rev. Lloyd Lake, president 
the Saint John Ministerial 
* "Association in Saint John, 
N.B., said the inner motiva¬ 
tions to do volunteer work re¬ 
main unchanged but that the 
supply of volunteers "isn't as 
apparent as it was 10 years 
ago.” 

Ms. Gough said that in re¬ 
cent years people have seen 
volunteering as a first step to 
employment. 

“This became particularly 
evident when the federal gov¬ 
ernment funded the Opportu¬ 
nities for Youth and Local Ini¬ 
tiatives Projects, which gave 
employment and valuable ex¬ 
perience to people out of 
work.” 

On an average, the survey 
found that volunteers work 
three to five hours a week. 

Laura Taylor of the Edmon¬ 
ton preventive social services 
department said documented 
figures for 1575 showed that 
15,000 hours were provided by 
volunteers and, “at a mini¬ 
mum rate of $3.50 an hour, 
that’s worth $52,000.” 

Mayor Edis Flewwelling of 
Saint John, said any estimate 
of the value of volunteer ser¬ 
vices would be only a guess. 
“But you’re probably talking 
in the millions — three or four 
millions at least. For a city 
this size that’s a lot of 
money.” 

A survey in 1374 estimated 
that volunteers in Canada 
worked 2.13 million hours. 

Ms. Knapp of the Ottawa 
volunteer bureau said, “There 
are so many volunteers who 
come through this office who 
put in hours and hours each 
week that it - boggles the 
mind.” 


In Toronto, more and more 
working people want to volun¬ 
teer a few r hours either at 
night or on the weekends, said 
Ms. Gough. 

“And we’ve found a great 
need for them. They can han¬ 
dle tutoring programs teach¬ 
ing English to new Canadians 
at night or they can work with 
the handicapped.” 

She said many employed 
volunteers, who can only work 
at night or on weekends, want 
to serve little children, 
“which is difficult.” 

The elderly are deprived of 
volunteer assistance during 
odd houi*s because their lives 
in homes for the aged are 
structured and “we can’t send 
volunteers in unless there are 
trained personnel on dutyy.” 

Some agencies pay volun¬ 
teers’ transportation and 
babysitting expenses but Ms. 
Russell said “we’re not doing 
nearly enough of this” in Que¬ 
bec. 

H~e a 1 y said experience 
in Edmonton has shown that 
volunteers have to be treated 
in the same way as paid per¬ 
sonnel. 

“They need feedback on 
how they are doing and there 
has to be someone around to 
ask how their particular proj¬ 
ect went.” 


Skid road offensive 

Army battling 
street misery 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Lieut. Christine MacMillan 
walks the streets at night in 
the skid-road area of the city. 

Lieut. MacMillan is chang¬ 
ing the Salvation Army image 
of middle-aged soldiers and 
bringing in a “Back-to-lhe-peo- 
ple” movement she is con¬ 
vinced will work. 

“My job is to be a friend to 
people on the street,” she 
said. 

“I don’t think it’s fair to ex¬ 
pect people to come to us all 
the time. We have to go back 
to the streets where the real 
problems are.” 

Every Tuesday and Thurs¬ 
day the 23-year-old lieutenant 
is out in the East Hastings 
area, “walking the street, in¬ 
troducing myself and letting 
people get to know me.” 

Although based in the Home¬ 
stead. ihe Salvation Army’s re¬ 
habilitation centre for women 
alcoholics, she does not con¬ 
centrate her efforts on 
women. She said she is there 
to help and counsel anyone 
who expresses a need. 

‘‘There are thousands 
trapped in their own ruts who 
just won’t come to us and ask 
for help. H I am there in the 


street, I can develop a rela¬ 
tionship with a person.” 

Brig. Gwen Carpthers, who 
administers the Homestead, is 
supporting her junior col¬ 
league in her venture. 

“Right now people stop us 
on the street and we talk to 
them for a moment but we 
usually have so many other 
things to get done,” she said. 
“We walk on with these peo¬ 
ple still clutching on to us. 

“They need more time and 
attention than w-e can always 
give them.” 

The plan is to arrange for 
adopted families. The two 
women are approaching fel¬ 
low Salvation Army members 
with the idea of being part- 
time families to people with¬ 
out anyone.

Shilling suspects many 
women sought work because 
their husbands were jobless. 
This way, the family had an¬ 
other income beyond unem¬ 
ployment benefits. 

Now. however, some of 
these factors encouraging fe¬ 
male participation in the 
labor force are being re¬ 
versed. 

More men are getting jobs. 
Their wives may thus^be less 
inclined to seek work them¬ 
selves and drop out of the 
labor force. It may be that 
the women’s lib movement is 
losing some steam as far as 
stimulating women to get 
jobs. 

There are early signs that 
the normal female labor force 
participation rates for the 
U.S. have returned to trfend. ! 
The increase from the third I 
quarter to the fourth quarter j 
was only .1 per cent — exact- ; 
ly the long-run-trend.

If you’re calories conscious, 
here’s some food tor thought, 
gathered from research re¬ 
ports and professional jour¬ 
nals. 

Nature or nurture? ^ Is it 
your nature to be fat, or your 
unbringing? Heredity or envi¬ 
ronment? An in-depth review 
of information about several 
thousand families in three in¬ 
dependent research studies 
“fails to provide any compel¬ 
ling evidence that overweight 
is due to genes,” according to 
“ecology of Food and Nutri¬ 
tion. The professional journal 
concludes that the data “is 
perhaps better evidence that 
living together produces some 
degree of similiarity of 
fatness.” 

World’s heavyweight cham¬ 
pions: Who consumes the 
most calories? Germans? En¬ 
glish? The average German 
eats 2,940 calories a day while 
England’s average is 3,180. 
But caloric consumption in 
the United States is the 
highest in the world — an 
average of 3,290 calories 
daily. 

High on the hog: In 1910, 
only 50 per cent of U.S. pro¬ 
tein intake came from meat 
and other animal sources. The 
other half came from vegeta¬ 
bles and grains. Today, 70 per 
cent of our protein intake 
comes from the more expen¬ 
sive (and more fattening) 
form of animal foods. 

Fat and lazy: U.S. caloric 
intake has remained constant 
in this century. But people 
“bum” fewer calories be¬ 
cause of too little exercise. 

Carbophobia: Americans 

are fatter than ever, despite 
the relative decrease in car¬ 
bohydrate intake. (According 
to some pop diets, it’s carbo¬ 
hydrates, not calories, that 
make you fat!) But the 
biggest carbohydrate cut has 
been in grains and vegetables. 

Calories on campus: To cut 


the heart disease epidemic, 
it’s been recommended that 
no more than 36 per cent of 
calories come from fat, and 
only 10 per cent from saturat¬ 
ed (animal) fat. The U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture col¬ 
lected meal samples from 50 
college campuses in 30 states. 
Fat content averaged 43 per 
cent. Not one school met the 
recommendations. 

Excess fat cells: If you 
were overfed as a baby — so 
the theory goes — you devel¬ 
oped extra fat cells, and los¬ 
ing weight later will be dif¬ 
ficult or impossible. To test 
this hypothesis, a group of 
British researchers did needle 
biopsies on 36 successful and 
unsuccessful dieters. They 
found that the “good losers” 
had just as many fat cells as 
the “poor losers” and that the 
number of fat cells had noth¬ 
ing to do with successful 
weight loss. 

Losing baby fat: Another 
theory is that people who 
were fat as children have less 
a chance of slimming down 
than those who became over¬ 
weight as adults. But the Brit¬ 
ish Journal of Nutrition, re¬ 
porting on an in-depth study 
of 333 successful slimmers, 
noted that those who had been 
fat since childhood lost just as 
much weight as those who 
grew fat as grown-ups. 

Well fed, but short lived: 
Overeating outs short the life¬ 
span — at least for rats. At 
the Fox Chase Cancer Insti¬ 
tute in Philadelphia, rats 
W’ere allowed to select their 
own diets. Calaoric intake 
was carefully monitored. The 
rats who ate fewer calories 
lived longest. 

Fat after fasting: Ever 
wonder why people tend to 
gain even more weight — 
Rapidly — After falling off 
the diet wagon? Because the 
human body tends to adapt to 


semi-starvation by becoming 
calorie-conservative, able to 
get by on even fewer calories. 

Remember that sundae?: 
Probably not. A New York 
hospital took careful note of 
what 86 healthy women ate 
over the course of a day. The 


next day, the 
asked to write down every¬ 
thing they had eaten. ’Hiev 
consistently underestimated 
every type of food except 
breakfast cereals. Sweets 
were under-recalled by 50 per 
cent. 
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Sterilization rules ‘sexist’ 
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EDMONTON (CP l — A 19- 
year-old mother of two, fear¬ 
ing that her next pregnancy 
would kill her, approached the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital 
about sterilization. But be¬ 
cause of hospital policy she 
couldn’t get the operation 
without the signature of her 
estranged husband. 

Other city hospitals have 
similar policies. 

“As far as I’m concerned 
he has nothing to do with my 
life anymore.” the woman 
said of the husband she hadn’t 
seen for more than two 
months. 

“It really degraded me . . . 
I felt like I wasn’t even a per¬ 
son. 

“It’s my life. I don’t see it’s 
anybody rise’s business. I 
think it’s so stupid ... it con¬ 
cerns my health.” 

The woman suffers from 
nephritis, a kidney inflamma¬ 
tion. During her last preg¬ 
nancy, she said, doctors con¬ 
cerned about the strain on her 
kidneys discussed the possibil¬ 
ity of a therapeutic abortion 
to remove the danger to her 
life. 


After the baby was bom she 
expected to be sterilized but 
didn't undergo the relatively 
simple operation required to 
block the lubes which carry 
male sperm to female eggs. 

When she asked for the 
operation she was told by 
medical authorities that they 
would not sterilize her without 
her husband’s consent. They 
said it made no difference 
that she was separated. 

Bud Casey, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Royal Alexandra, 
said the hospital takes the 
ixjlicy “on the advice of our 
lawyer.” He said each case is 
judged individually, weighing 
such factors as why the 
operation is wanted, length of 
separation and chances of 
reconciliation. 

Consent, of a sjiouse is not 
required by law but the hospi¬ 
tal won’t give a sterilization 
operation without a husband’s 
consent unless there is a legal 
separation. 

The Royal Alexandra and 
University hospitals also seek 
a wife’s consent for a hus¬ 
band’s vasectomy. The Gener¬ 
al and Misericordia hospitals 


refuse to do vasectomies — 
they do only female steriliza¬ 
tion for medical reasons and 
demand the husband’s con¬ 
sent. 

lawyers say the reason hos¬ 
pitals and doctors demand 
consent for sterilization is to 
protect themselves from 
being sued. No husband or 
wife has ever tested the law 
in Canadian courts. 

One lawyer says the only 
possible legal action may 
arise from old British com¬ 
mon law which says a hus¬ 
band has absolute right to 
sexual and childbearing ser¬ 
vices from his wife. There are 
no reciprocal rights for the 
wife. 

A court decision on consent 
would help define this grey 
area but L. H. le Riche, regis¬ 
trar of the Alberta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, 
said: “Who wants to be the 
test?” 

One lawyer, who asked that 
his name be withheld, said 
one reason for requiring con¬ 
sent is that “parenthood is 
something both husband and 


wife usually plan ... to end it 
medically it should be done 
together.”

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Garden Notes 


To the keen gardener, every 
month of the year has its own 
particular pattern of color. 
April, to me, ia the fresh 
green of the young shoots in 
the garden and the lovely 
clear blue of the scillas. 

May is the riot of color in 
the rock garden, with early 
species tulips nuzzling up 
against yellow alyssum and 
white arabis. 

June brings the roses, the 
stately blue delphiniums and 
the fat peonies, and Sep¬ 
tember the glowing fall 
shades of the hardy chrvsan- 
t h e m u m s , the perennial 
asters and the gloriosa dai¬ 
sies. 

January has a color pattern 
all its own, for January is the 
month of the illustrated seed 
catalogues. These have been 
pouring in by the dozen over 
the past several weeks now. 
for I am hopelessly addicted 
to seed, bulb and nursery cat¬ 
alogues. 

It occurred to me that you 
and I could perhaps spend the 
next few days profitably 
browsing through these cata¬ 


logues — harbingers of spring 
— finding out what is new or 
of special interest in the plant 
and seed world. 

□ 

Wilhelm Pfitzer of Stutt¬ 
gart, Germany, is an honored 
0 name in horticulture, for one 
of our best evergreen shrubs 
for foundation planting is 
Pfitzer*s dwarf juniper, devel¬ 
oped by this inspired plant 
breeder. He has had many 
irons in the fire, but one of his 
pet projects was to develop a 
race of dwarf cannas small 
enough to be used in pots for 
parches and terraces, or near 
the front in flower borders. 

Cannas have always been 
popular with parks superin¬ 
tendents with vast beds to be 
filled with colorful plants, but 
these big fellows have always 
been a bit overpowering for 
the small city garden. The 
general public is just begin¬ 
ning to discover the delightful 
dwarf varieties pioneered by 
Pfitzer, and many erf the lead¬ 
ing catalogues are featuring 
them this year. 

A few varieties which 


especially attracted my atten¬ 
tion — and desire — are fata 
morgana, which blooms in a 
deep rose pink shade; Louis 
Cottin in apricot, a sort of 
pink and yellow mix; roitelet 
in cherry red; and Aranyalon, 
bright orange. These plants 
stand 18 to 24 inches in height, 
with big, leathery leaves, and 
were listed in my catalogue at 
less than $L50 per root, which 
is pretty good for these infla¬ 
tionary days. The flowers are 
produced in great profusion 
from mid-summer until frost 
and do best in a warm, sunny 
location. 

□ 

The trend toward apart¬ 
ment and condominium living 
is beginning to show* its effect 
upon the vegetable varieties 
listed in the 1977 seed cata¬ 
logues, with more and more 
kinds developed for growing 
on balconies and patios. For 
instance. T have noticed at 
least six different kinds of to¬ 
matoes especially bred tor 
container growing, and two of 
these are recommended for 
hanging baskets. 


One of these, toy boy, bears 
unusually large crops of golf 
ball size tomatoes with an un¬ 
usually high sugar content, 
very tasty indeed either to eat 
out of hand or in salads. My 
catalogue recommends plant¬ 
ing four of these Toy Boy 
plants in a 10-inch hanging 
basket, giving them .plenty of 
water and sunlight. 

The other hanging basket 
tomato I noticed is Tumblin' 
Tom, a unique dwarf pendu¬ 
lous plant bearing slightly 
larger fruits about the size 
and shape of a small plum. 
Here again, the recommen¬ 
dation is to grow four plants 
in each hanging basket, with 
plenty of sun. 

Toy boy and Tumblin' Tom 
can, of course, be grown in 
planters as well as in hanging 
baskets, trained to dangle 
over the edge of the planter, 
and are decorative as well as 
highly edible. Some of the 
more upright of the dwarf to¬ 
mato plants for balcony or pot 
culture are Tiny Tim, patio, 
dwarf champion and stake¬ 
less.

Recently I observed here, in 
commenting on a reader’s re¬ 
mark about his cat trotting 
into the house, or perhaps out 
of the house, that cats don’t 
trot. 

Cats either walk, lope, run 
or slink. I pointed out. and 
are physically incapable of 
the gait know as trotting, 
which we find so charming in 
other animals^ such as dogs, 
hoi-ses and pigs. 

To verity this, one need 
only try to put a cat out on a 
rninv day. First, when the cat 
senses one’s pur}>ose, he 
walks in a direction away 
from the door, faking apathy 
to disguise his intention of 
bolting. The instant one 
makes a more determined 
move, though, the cat goes di¬ 
rectly from a walk into a 
lope, skipping the trot al¬ 
together. The lope is the cat’s 
intermediary gait, having a 
deceptive look of noncha¬ 
lance, but covering ground a 
great deal faster than a walk. 
Also, from the lone a cat can 
shift in a trice to an all-out 
run, and anyone trying to 
catch him is in for a frustrat¬ 
ing 10 minutes, T can tell you. 
and probably defeat. We need 
not be concerned for the mo¬ 
ment with the slink. The slink, 
is a stalking gait, used only 
for hunting, and is not relied 
on in the cat’s relations with 
human beings. 

But whether a cat trots or 
not, I would have thought. 


Germany, particularly wath 
our Arab friends who have 
been kind enough to sell us 
their oil at $11.80 a barrel. It 
also would have played havoc 
with a multimlllion-dollar 
deal for fighter planes we 
w'ere selling to Egypt. 

But that, of course, was not 
the reason for France to re¬ 
lease him. We are 1 a country 
of honor and dignity and our 
only concern, when it comes 
to Arab terrorists, is that jus¬ 
tice is done. 

President Giscard d’Estaing 
was shocked to hear of Abu 
Daoud’s arrest and immedi¬ 
ately demanded of the police 
why they had done it when 
there were so many un¬ 
solved mugging crimes in the 
Paris Metro which they 
should have been devoting 
their time to. He told them in 
no uncertain terms that 
arresting Arab terrorists was 
against French foreign policy 
and a terrible example of po¬ 
lice brutality to the rest of the 
world. 

What nobody realizes is that 


we French are sticklers for 
paper work. The West Ger¬ 
mans did not fill out the right 
forms for Abu Daoud’s ex¬ 
tradition. This w r as the main 
problem. There is no way 
under the sun of the French 
releasing an Arab terrorist to 
another Country If the paper 
work is not in order. 

President Giscard was 
furious at the Germans and 
even considered breaking off 
relations with them when he 
saw how sloppy their extradi¬ 
tion papers were. “How,” he 
asked an aide. "Can these 
people call themselves a 
major power when they can’t 
even fill out the correct forms 
lor a simple request for an 
Arab terrorist? I may be cri¬ 
ticized for releasing him, but 
the honor of French bureau¬ 
cracy is at stake, and we 
wouid !>e the laughing stock of 
the world if we gave up Abu 
Daoud when they sent us 
Form 19865 instead of Form 
17896 according to the Napole¬ 
onic Code. 


1 know there has been some 
criticism of France and par¬ 
ticularly our beloved pres¬ 
ide n t for releasing Abu 
Daoud, but we feel Abu has 
suffered enough. Not only 
did he have to spend several 
nights in jail, but he was 
made to fly home on Air Al¬ 
geria which is considered by 
many as "cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 

The president is very angry 
at the reaction to his decision 
to free Abu Daoud. But he 
believes any head of state 
would have done the same 
thing. After all, if you 
start arresting terrorists for 
no reason, can any hijacker 
be safe from the knock on The 
door? 

Franco has shown the world 
what human rights really 
means. Terrorists can now- 
walk the streets of Paris sa¬ 
fely without fear. This is the 
message we have tried to 
send out. We wouldn’t do less 
for Martin Borman.

w as not a subject of wide in¬ 
terest. so I was surprised and 
pleased to learn from a 
reader that the gaits of ani¬ 
mals was the subject of an ar¬ 
ticle in the December issue of 
Scientific American, by Keir 
Pearson. 

“The content of the article 
suggests,” writes Richard L. 
Pio of Hermo6a Beach, Calif., 
"that your curt dismissal of 
rSpike Burlingame’s claim 
that/his cat trots is at least 
uninformed. I take you to be 
an honest man and so I be¬ 
lieve your statement that you 
have never seen a cat trot. Of 
course is does not follow* that 
your failure to observe a trot¬ 
ting cat means that no cat 
ever trots. Observation of our 
long-haired calico cat Jose- 
phone leads me to agree with 
Eurlingame that cats do in 
fact trot. 

"In any event, we have 
Pearson’s article which ap¬ 
pears to be a soundly based 
scientific study of rhythmic 
movements of the leg used in 
movements of the leg used in 
walking. lie indentifies the 
four basic, gaits of a cat as 
the walk, the trot, the pace 
and the gallop. The discussion 
appears to close the issue of 
the trotting cat” 

Not so fast, Pio. As a lay¬ 
man I respect any author who 
can get his stuff into Scientif¬ 
ic American, but I am not so 
intimidated tha\ I can’t point 
out wha tapi^ears to me to be 


a careless choice of words if 
not errors of fact. What does 
Pearson mean, a cat has only 
four gaits — the walk, the 
trot, the pace and the gallop? 

Putting aside the trot for a 
moment, what has become of 
the slink the lope? Does Pear¬ 
son confuse the gallop with 
the lope? This is at least an 
unhappy choice of words. 
Only hoofed animals gallop, 
as the onomatopoeic charac¬ 
ter of the world gallop show*. 
A galloping animal goes ga- 
loop, galoop. gafoop, or some¬ 
times galifl|ml/galump, ga- 
lump (depert5|pz on whether 
it has a soft or hard shoe). It 
takes only a moment’s 
thought to see that cats are 
quiet Incapable of going either 
galoop or galump. Pawed ani¬ 
mals do not gallop, the lope. 

In Webster’s the lope is de¬ 
scribed as resembling the 
canter, which is defined as "a 
three-beat gait resembling but 
smother and slower than the 
gallop.” The word smooth is 
of course the key word. A 
cat’s lope is the very picture 
of fluid drive. And one can no 
more think of a cat’s lope as 
a gallop than of a pig’s gallop 
as a lope. 

That Pearson ignores the 
slink is Incomprehensible, the 
Slink is a cat’s hunting gait, 
without which he could not 
stalk even the fattest and stu¬ 
pidest of birds, and certainty 
not a mouse that had any wits 
at all. The slink is similar to 


the skulk, by the way, but the 
skulk is more descriptive of 
the stalking gait of other ani¬ 
mals than cats: Especially, 
coyotes, foxes and raccoons. 

Meanwhile, reader Pio 
raised yet another semantic 
question. 

”1 must add one further 
comment,” he says. “My wife 
would say of a cat’s locomo¬ 
tion that they sometimes 
‘tritty-trot.’ This seems to me 
to be an example of the kind 
of word that you claim that 
wonYen use. In my wife’s de¬ 
fence I should point out that 
the Compact Edition of the 
Oxford English Dictionry 
gives: Trit-trot (reduplication 
of trot), a word imitating the 
sound of trotting. 

“Thus,” Pio points out, “if 
a horse may be said to trit- 
trot. then it may be quite sen¬ 
sible to refer to the delicate 
and almost soundless trot of a 
oat as tritty-trotting. Nonethe*- 
less, I think I have never 
heard a man use the w*>rd.” 

I’m afraid that Pio is a lit¬ 
tle bit guilty of that old debat¬ 
ing trick of altering an adver¬ 
sary’s thesis to make it more 
vulnerable. What I said, of 
course, w*as that cats can’t 
trot. I didn’t say they can’t 
tritty-trot. 

Perhaps I w*as right in the 
first place, that the subject is 
not cf wide Interest. But it’s 
the only thing I’ve been able 
to think of for the last few 
days.

When the Canadians met 
Italy in the 1976 Bridge Team 
Olympics, Italy got off to a 
fast start and was never 
headed. It seemed as if the 
Italians could do no wrong 
and even when they did, the 
Canadians got the answer, 
“No change yet.” Today’s 
doubled contract provides an 
example. 

Bruce Gowdy opened in 
third seat with a minimum 
one spade and when East 
reopened with a double, 
South introduced the club 
suit. West (Benito Garozzo of 
Italy) thought his three aces 
were enough to double and 
that became the final con¬ 
tract. 

Declarer won the first two 
rounds of trumps with his ace 
and queen and carefully 
unblocked the eight from 
dummy, saving one of the low 
ones for a later entry. 
Declarer now played a dia¬ 
mond, hoping to force the de- 
r enders to first lead the ma- 
■ jor suits. 

The defense delayed the 
issue and led three high dia¬ 
monds, declarer ruffing the 
third round. A low spade was 
led to dummy's queen and 
dummy’s spade seven was 
passed to West’s ten. 

At this point West was end 
played. If he led hearts, 
declarer would make a heart 
trick and if he led spades, he 
would establish declarer’s 
king. The last alternative, a 
fourth round of diamonds 
would provide a ruff and dis¬ 
card for the same eventual 
result. Two clubs doubled, 
making two and a score of 
180 to Canada. 

Not a bad score for the 
cards held by North South? 
On normal days, “not bad’’; 
on this day. “no change yet.” 

When the hand was 
replayed, the Canadians bid

AH marketing boards in 
B.C. are being reviewed by 
Agriculture Minister Jim He¬ 
witt. 

Hewitt told the legislature 
during the budget debate 
Thursday that the review, 
being conducted in conjunc¬ 
tion with the ministry of con¬ 
sumer and corporate affairs, 
will analyse the effects of the 
• 12 boards on both consumers 
and producers. 

Marketing boards control 
and co-ordinate production 
and sales of broiler chickens, 

, cranberries, eggs, tree fruits, 

, grapes, milk, mushrooms, 

; oysters, sheep and wool, tur¬ 
key, coast vegetables and in¬ 
terior vegetables. 

The boards are criticised by 
both producers and con¬ 
sumers and Hewitt said he 
, wants to find out if it’s the 
best system. 

Hewitt said he was also re¬ 
newing the farm income as¬ 
surance program, not with a 
view to scrapping it, but with 
a view to improvements. 

The program cost $27.1 mil¬ 
lion in the fiscal year ending 
March 31 and will cost $36.6 
million in the coming fiscal 
year. 

Dennis Cocke (NOP—New 
Westminster' renewed his at¬ 
tack on ICBC czar Pat 
McGeer. claiming that his de¬ 
cisions on the giant insurance 
company so far were made 
merely to pave the way for 
the return of private insur¬ 
ance companies to B.C. 

"It’s no accident that the 
Royal Insurance Company, 
one of the biggest multina¬ 
tional branches operating in 
this country, announced it 
was re-entering the province 
in the auto insurance business 
shortly after the ICBC deci¬ 
sion was made to stagger 
ICBC renewals," Cocke said. 

‘‘The Royal is only coming 
in on a limited basis this 
year, just to get its toehold 
and set up for the bonanza in 
1978. I predict that there will 
be lots of other private firms 
racing back into B.C. in 1978 
to get in on the gravy.” 

George Haddad (SC—Koo¬ 
tenay' warned the govern¬ 
ment that his constituents 
were concerned about the 
power of B.C. Hydro and ‘‘are 
well aware of the waste in 
productivity in the work 
force* of Hydro.” He said 
they also wanted Hydro to be 
more accountable to the peo¬ 
ple. 

Don Ixjckstead (NDP- 
Mackenzie) once again ap¬ 
pealed to the government to 
solve the problems of ocean 
transportation on the central 
and north west coast. 

The people in those areas 
must be looked upon by their 
government, not as a remote 
and peculiar group, but as full 
British Columbian* in every 
respect.”

BCR-contractors issue 


No directive to settle 
out of court—Phillips 


Economic Development 
Minister Don Phillips denied 
in the Legislature Thursday 
that he had given directors of 
the B.C. Railway instructions 
to make out-of-court settle¬ 
ments with contractors work¬ 
ing on the govemment-wned 
railway. 

The minister was referring 
to demands by Keen Indus¬ 
tries Ltd., and its subsidiary 

K. R. M. Construction Ltd., to 
renegotiate earthmoving con¬ 
tracts for the I>8se I^ake ex¬ 
tension. 

The companies are moving 
earth on 96-mile and 90-mile 
sections of the extension line 
in northwestern B.C. and 
Keen wants rates of payment 
increased on both contracts. 

The original contracts were 
let in 1972 and earthmoving 
rates were first revised late 
in 1975. 

In December the BCR made 
a S2.5 million out-of-court set¬ 
tlement in a civil fraud action 
brought by AT. E. L. Paving 
Ltd., of Red Deer, Alta. M. E. 

L. claimed the BCR had 
grossly under-calculated 
earthmoving requirements on 
its 49-mile section of the 
Dease Lake line. 

William King (NDP Re- 
vclstoke-Slocan) asked the 
minister if he had instructed 
directors meeting in Van¬ 
couver Thursday to award 
settlements to Keen and K. 
R. M. without involving the 
courts. 

Phillips said he was sure 
the board of directors would 
make its decision public, but 
stressed that he had not pre¬ 
sented a govemmeent “posi¬ 
tion” nor w'ould he. 

As for comment on a per¬ 
sonal stand he said he was un¬ 
aware of the full and detailed 
facts in the contractor’s claim 
and therefore not in a position 
to comment. 

He repeated that the board 


was independent of the gov¬ 
ernment and that it “will 
make an independent deci¬ 
sion.” 

Graham Lea < XDP — 
Prince Rupert) asked if Pre¬ 
mier Bennett regarded the 
board of directors as being 
“responsible to its sharehold¬ 
ers.” 

“Of course they’re responsi¬ 
ble,” he said. “They will an¬ 
swer for the decisions they 
make to the Legislature and 
to the people. But they have 
been asked to direct the rail¬ 
way. and they will direct the 
railway. 

“It would be folly indeed to 
follow' the policy direction of 
the previous administration. 

1 The present government 
claims the NDP constantly in¬ 
terfered with the railway 
board). 

“I think that was wrong and 
it has been discontinued.” 

David Barrett (NDP — 
Vancouver East' wanted to 


know why the board of direc¬ 
tors was considering the set¬ 
tlement of the Keen claim 
when the attorney general 
was still investigating the 
M.E.L. case. 

Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom is conducting a staff 
review of the transcript of the 
M.E.L. trial up to the point of 
the out-of-court settlement. 

Bennett appeared surprised 
at the connection between 
separate claims. 

Gordon Gibson (L — 
North Vancouver-Capilano) 
asked Phillips if he had 
placed a gag order on BCR of¬ 
ficials because he was being 
refused what he felt was pub¬ 
lic information. He later said 
that what he was looking for 
was detailed information on 
Dease Lake contracts. 

Phillips said that coinciden¬ 
tally he had requested the 
same information and that 
‘Til be happy to supply the 
date when I get it.”

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Defence witness admits he lied to police 


NANAIMO (CP) — A de¬ 
fence witness in a murder 
trial testified Thursday that 
he originally lied to police be¬ 
cause they threatened him 
and his wife if he did not give 
evidence to convict the de¬ 
fendant. 

Russell Mutter was testify¬ 
ing at the trial of John David 
Ross, 34, charged with 
murder in the fatal shooting of 
Malcolm Preston Cun¬ 
ningham, 23, killed Nov. 1, 
1S75, near Victoria. 

Mutter testified Wednesday 
that an earlier crown witness, 
Rodney Steigenberger, 
confessed to him that Steigen¬ 
berger had shot Ross. 

Mr. Justice Wiliam Craig 
asked Mutter Thursday why 
he toe*: so long to completely 
reverse evidence he gave po¬ 
lice shortly after the murder. 

Mutter said that his state¬ 
ment to police in December, 
1975, was almost a complete 
fabrication. He said he tried 
to tell police they were wrong 
in their investigations con¬ 
cerning Ross, but "they 
wouldn’t believe me." 

He said he made up a story 
because "they (polipe) were 
there (at his house) every 
day, two or three times a day 
... to get them off my back.” 

Mutter said that Cathy Con- 
nally, the woman with whom 
he lived, told him RCMP Con¬ 
stable Wayne Dew told her 
she had better make sure his 


testimony would convict Ross 
or “he would beat her pretty 
little face in.” 

Mutter testified that an of¬ 
ficer visited their home and 
told her is she did not make 
him testify so Ross would be 
convicted, the officer would 


make sure a vigilante squad 
of Cunningham’s relatives 
would know her address so 
she and her child would be in 
danger. 

Mutter said he once was 
awakened by police, one of 
whom held a 12-gauge shotgun 


to his neck, saying "make one 
fast move and I’ll blow your 
head off.” 

He said the officer kept the 
gun at his neck w-hile he ran 
him out of the house to a 
squad car. 

Another reason he lied to 


police, said Mutter, was that 
he was told that unless he 
made a statement, he wiould 
be charged with the murder 
and would be kept in custody 
without bail. 

In his original statement, 
Mutter had said Ross bor- 


OUTLINE OF ‘DEATH’ ON STREETS

SEATTLE (API It's art, 
but it looks like death on the 
streets. 

At your feet is the scrawled 
outline of a dead man. A 
splotch of blood flows from 
his head. 

The outlines of slaying vic¬ 
tims are showing up on side¬ 
walks in Seattle and Van¬ 
couver, 150 miles to the north. 
The startling "cop-art” is the 
work of unknown amateurs, 
not homicide detectives. 

No one knows why the dood¬ 
les of death have been made. 
Information is sketchy. 

Passersby gasp, then step 
around the painted silhouette 
of one imaginary sprawled 
body near Seattle’s Pike 
Place Market. A splotch of 
red denotes death by head 
wound. 


Other death drawings are 
almost identical — white 
paint ot a male in baggy 
pants and shoes, lying face up 
with tjie left arm thrust out 
straight from the shoulder, 
the right arm upraised from 
the elbow. 

The artist stencils by 
stealth. After he, she or they 
slap down the grim artwork, 
no witnesses come forth. TTie 
sidewalks are their canvas. 
And the public has make- 
believe bloodshed at its feet 
every morning. 

Seattle and Vancouver po¬ 
lice say the grim artwork is 
not theirs. They have es¬ 
tablished no clear connection 
between the United States 
drawings and the Canadian 
works. 


At least a dozen slaying 
stencils have turned up in 
both cities, police say. 

The Seattle figures usually 
bear a red stain in the head 
area, realistically suggesting 
a bullet in the temple. Van¬ 
couver police say the legend. 
"It’s a dead issue" sometimes 
accompanies the artwork 
there. 

Deloris Tarzan, a Seattle 
Times art critic, says the 
sketches have “an expressive, 
disturbing energy." 

She believes the artist is ex¬ 
perienced and capable, but 
the public isn’t as sure. 

"We’ve gotten a few calls 
from people who think thei*e 
are weird things going on,” 
said Seattle police Detective 
G. S. Jelberg. 


"It could be kids. Who 
knows? If they gave me the 
case, I’d go through my nut 
files and wonder who’d do a 
thing like that.” 

In Vancouver, homicide De¬ 
tective Jack Davis agreed 
with Jelberg that the death 
sketches were interesting, but 
not urgent matters. 

"We’ve got too many real 
ones to worry about," Davis 
said. "The only crime the guy 
committed was defacing a 
sidewalk.” 

But the drawings startle. 
Unlike police, who outline real 
victims with chalk, the ama¬ 
teur sidewalk shockers use 
paint that doesn’t wash off in 
rain. Some drawings are said 
to have been around since last 
spring. 


rowed a .30-calibre jrifle from 
him, shot Cunningham, came 
to his home to tell about it, 
then took him and Steigen¬ 
berger to the murder scene 
where the three moved the 
body. 

Mutter said the entire story 
was concocted, and that the 
true story was as he testified 
Thursday — that Steigen¬ 
berger had the rifle, used it 
on Cunningham while another 
crown witness, Gordon Cald¬ 
well, was present, and those 
two burned the rifle stock and 
melted the metal parts with a 
cutting torch. 

Mutter said he first learned 
of the killing Nov. 3, 1975, and 
then he and Steigenberger 
went to the Victoria police 
station that day to report that 
the .30-calibre rifle, which he 
had loaned to Steigenberger, 
was stolen. 

Mutter denied a suggestion 
by crown counsel that the 
theft report was filed Nov. 2. 

The trial continues.

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Fuel up again 
on March 2 


OTTAWA (CPi The prifce of a gallon of heating 
oil or gasoline will increase by at least 2.3 cents a gallon 
on March 2. Energy Minister Alastair Gillespie said 
Thursday. 

The higher consumer prices result from an increase 
of 70-cents Jan. 1 in the price of a barrel of crude oil. 
bringing it to $9.75. 

Under the pricing agreement reached with the 
provinces last spring, the increase could not be passed 
on to consumers for (50 days, allowing time to use up in¬ 
ventories of lower-priced oil. 

In an oil price guide issued Thursday for the oU 
companies, the minister indicated there could be other 
increases in the price of fuel supplies. 

He said an additional amount will be allowed to 
cover federal sales taxes which will go up as a result of 
the higher prices. No figure was given, but it amounted 
to about a hail-cent a gallon last August when crude oil 
prices went up by $1.05 a barrel. 

The new tax rate will be set up by the federal reve¬ 
nue department before March 2, the minister said. 

Companies could also add to the increase any 
amount approved by the anti-inflation board if they run 
into higher non-crude costs, such as refining and mar¬ 
keting. 

The guides note that the companies will be respon¬ 
sible for getting approval for the increases from some 
provinces. Both Nova Scotia and British Columbia 
require companies to get permission before raising con¬ 
sumer prices. 


South Africa 
may scrap 
pass-law jail 

JOHANNESBURG (Reuler) 

- A government commission 
has recommended that blacks 
should no longer be jailed for 
oflences under South Africa's 
pass laws, the cause of about 
500,000 prosecutions each 
year. 

The commission was ap¬ 
pointed in 1974 to look into the 
penal system and was headed 
by Judge Gerrit Viljoen. 

It said in its report that con¬ 
victions under the pass lawn, 
which restrict freedom of 
movement by blacks, were 
the main cause for the over¬ 
population of South African 
prisons. 


Key Czechs 
to resist 
expulsion 

PRAGUE 'Reuter) — Four 
leading dissidents have been 
told to repoit to the Prague 
passport and visa office today 
in what appeared to be a step 
towards Iheir expulsion from 
Czechoslovakia. 

The four were identified as 
Tklenek Mlynar and Milan 
Huebl. former high officials of 
the Communist party; former 
J^residium member Fran- 
tisek Kreigel and playwright 
Pavel Kohout. 

Both Huebl and Kohout said 
they will resist expulsion. 

Austrian government of¬ 
ficials said earlier that Cze¬ 
choslovak authorities had 
sought official assurances 
that Austria would grant, 
asylum to eight long-time dis¬ 
sidents. 


Wall Street ‘ reviews’ Quebec rating 

... as U.S. steps in to push Canadian unity

The two leading bond-rating 
agencies for United States 
investors said in New York 
Thursday they will review 
Quebec's credit rating as a 
consequence of Premier Rene 
Levesque’s speech here 
stressing possible Quebec sep¬ 
aration. 

The agencies are Moody’s 
Investors Service Inc., and 
Standard and Pooi-s Corp., 
both of which now give Que¬ 
bec government bonds, and 
those of Hydro-Quebec, the 
second highest rating of Dou¬ 
ble A. 

Jackson Phillips, executive 
vice-president of Moody's. 


stressed, however, that there 
is "no panic, no rush or any¬ 
thing like that" in his 
agency’s decision to review 
Quebec’s credit. 

"We would have done this 
within a^hort time anyway'.’’ 
he added. "In this case, we 
are stepping up our time 
schedule because we have 
been asked what our reaction 
is to the Levesque speech.” 

At the same time, the U.S. 
government quietly inter¬ 
vened in the Quebec separa¬ 
tism issue, giving a strong 
push to Canadian unity. 

John Rouse, head of the of¬ 
fice of Canadian affairs in the 
U.S. state department, told a 


business seminar of 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston. Ill., that the U.S. 
government "sees a Canada 
that is vigorous, self-con¬ 
fident. independent and ac¬ 
tively engaged. 

"And obviously' we are in¬ 
terested in any developments 
which might affect these fac¬ 
tors even marginally,” Rouse 
added at the seminar w'here 
Quebec Industry' Minister Ro¬ 
drigue Tremblay made a 


strong pitch in favor of Que¬ 
bec independence. 

Normally, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment does nut publicly inter¬ 
vene in an internal Canadian 
dispute and Rouse empha¬ 
sized that the U.S. should re¬ 
frain from comment on the 
Canadian situation. 

But the fact -that Rouse did 
publicly express a view was 
seen by seminar observers as 
a U.S. government endorse¬ 
ment of Canadian unity. 

Rouse's statement seemed 


to conflict with an earlier 
statement by Tremblay who 
told re|)orters that the Parti 
Quebecois government has 
"good contacts in the U.S. 
government" whom he be¬ 
lieved to be sympathetic to 
Quebec independence. 

Tremblay told reporters 
that the U.S. government 
feels it is in the interest of the 
U.S. that "the Quebec prob¬ 
lem” be solved slowly, demo¬ 
cratically and naturally. 

Quebec ybuth are 75 per 


cent behind the PQ govern¬ 
ment and history shows it is 
better to let such forces have 
their way. he said. 

Otherwise, Quebec might 
become unstable, a situation 
that would harm U.S. inter¬ 
ests. 

Tremblay. however. re¬ 
trieved no backing from 
Rouse, who said the U.S. 
doesn’t have anything to say 
about Quebec and its future in 
Canada except that this is un¬ 
iquely and entirely a Canadi¬ 
an problem.

The government, faced with 
stepped up guerrilla raids, 
also announced a new mili¬ 
tary call-up of civilians to 
bolster the security forces. 
Defence Minister Reg Cowper 
said, “We want to show we’re 
not prepared to be intimi¬ 
dated.” 

Fighting between Rhodesian 
security forces and black na¬ 
tionalist guerrillas took 33 
lives in a recent two-day 
period, security chiefs report¬ 
ed. The toll included two secu¬ 
rity force men, 18 guerrillas 
and a 50-year-old white farm¬ 
er ambushed in eastern Rho¬ 
desia. 

The 100-member national 
executive council of Smitil’s 
party, made up of parliament 
deputies and regional of¬ 
ficials, "fully endorsed the 
government’s plans" to seek a 
settlement with moderate Af¬ 
ricans inside Rhodesia rather 
than with black militants Jiv¬ 
ing abroad, the prime min¬ 
ister announced after a meet¬ 
ing of the policy-making body. 

On Monday, Smith rejected 
a new British peace proposal 
to end four years of guerrilla 
war and shift to black rule 
before next year. 

Smith promised to rid Rho¬ 
desia of racism in everyday 
life as part of his new' intitia- 
tive to reach a constitutional 
settlement between the 
country’s 272,000 whites and 
6.4 million blacks. 

But the specifics of what 
race legislation might be re¬ 
voked and exactly how and 
with whom Smith plans to ne¬ 
gotiate a settlement were not 
immediately clear. 

Ivor Richard, the British 
envoy trying to get Smith and 
the militant black nationalists 
to negotiate, said in an inter¬ 
view in South Africa that both 
sides must moderate their po¬ 
sitions.

from factory to home use. 

New York ‘Governor Hugh 
Carey declared a state of 
emergency Thursday to cope 
with what his office described 
as "the energy crisis in New 
York state,” and New Jersey 
declared a state of emergency 
to give the governor power to 
cope with fuel-related prob¬ 
lems. 

Carey now' assumes sweep¬ 
ing powers that will allow' the 
state to order school closings, 
factory shutdowns and any 
other steps needed to con¬ 
serve scarce supplies of natu¬ 
ral gas. 

New York state is in for 
more snow’ today, the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service said. 

Meamvhile, Philadelphia 
Mayor Frank Rizzo declared 
a state of emergency Thurs¬ 


day in the fourth largest U.S. 
city because of a shrinking 
natural gas supply. He told 
the city-owned gas works to 
order commercial and indus¬ 
trial users to sharply cut their 
usage to conserve the fuel for 
homes. 

In Indiana, Governor Otis 
Bowen lifted environmental 
restrictions on burning air- 
polluting, high-sulphur coal as 
a natural gas shortage put 


more than 22,000 workers in 
northern Indiana out of work, 
many in the steel industry. 

Congress will begin today to 
study emergency natural gas 
legislation that could mean 
fuel relief for an estimated 
4,000 factories closed from the 
Atlantic Coast to the Rockies.

Childbirth death seen 
by church as ‘saintly ’ 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) 
Roman Catholic Church auth¬ 
orities have started beatifica¬ 
tion proceedings for an Italian 
woman who died rather than 
undergo abortion, Vatican 
Radio said Thursday. 

The new's came nine days 
after the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies passed a bill, strong¬ 
ly opposed by the Vatican, 
that would introduce abortion 
on demand. The Vatican has 
expressed hope the Italian 
Senate may amend the bill 
w'hen it takes it up sometime 
next month. 


Vatican Radio said the 
Milan archdiocese has taken 
preliminary steps toward hav¬ 
ing Gianna Mol la Beretta pro¬ 
claimed a "blessed,” the step¬ 
ping stone *to possible saint¬ 
hood. 

Mrs. Beretta, a physician 
from Magenta near Milan, 
died April 28. 1962, seven days’ . 
after giving birth to a daugh¬ 
ter. her fourth child. Vatican 
Radio said she had refused to 
undergo abortion although she 
knew childbirth could endan¬ 
ger her life. 


"Up to the moment of child¬ 
birth she kept asking that, in 
the event of a choice between 
her life and that of the unborn 
child, the life of the child 
should be saved,” Vatican 
Radio said. 

It said Pope Paul Vi. who at 
, the time of her death was 
“Archbishop of Milan, com¬ 
memorated her in a 1973 
speech as an example of “a 
mother who wilfully sacri¬ 
fices her own life to give life 
to her child.” 


Commenting on his visit to 
New York earlier tliis week. 
Levesque told a new's confer¬ 
ence Thursday that these bu¬ 
sinessmen. who are listened 
to in the U.S., are opi>osed to 
any change in Quebec.

Levesque said that the gen¬ 
eral reaction by Wall Street 
linanciers and businessmen 
he met during private meet¬ 
ings "was extremely sympa¬ 
thetic” and there was an at¬ 
tempt to understand the dev¬ 
elopments in Quebec. 

As for the Economic Club 
speech, the premier said 
there were people who would 
have preferred it if he had 
made no mention of his 
party’s plans for indepen¬ 
dence. 

"But it would have been 
useless and ridiculous not to 
talk about it.” he said. 

"People would begin to ask 
if we were trying to camou¬ 
flage ourselves and I am sure 
that Quel>ecers did not want 
to elect chameleons on Nov. 
13 ... who change color to 
suit the circumstances.” 

The premier said the exis¬ 
tence of what he termed the 
filth column of English-speak¬ 
ing Canadian business leaders 
was “a large handicap” in 
relations between the U.S. 
and Quebec. 

The premier said he noted 
that the English-Canadian 
business inaction to his 30- 
minute speech w’as more vis¬ 
ceral than that of "the Ameri¬ 
cans, and even ill-tempered in 
some cases. 

"And bad luck would have 
it that these people are the 
closest and most-heeded in¬ 
terpreters of Quebec, even 
though they understand noth¬ 
ing.” 

Levesque said the change 
that is taking place in Quebec 
"is pretty difficult to explain" 
in U.S. financial circles. Ad¬ 
ding to this problem, is the 
"melting-i»ot mentality” in 
the United States. 

"In conversation, they 
would say; ‘We have Ger¬ 
mans in Milwaukee . . . we 
have Mexican-Americans in 
the Southwest and they’ve all 
assimilated’.” 

"So the perception of an¬ 
other national group, a people 
with its roots and continuity 
which has hopes for the fu¬ 
ture. is difficult for them to 
see.”

Q U E BE C (CP) Prime 
Minister Trudeau, flanked by 
prominent Quebec Liberals, 
told Quebecers Thursday 
night that they must not for¬ 
get Freneh-Canadians living 
in other provinces not the lin¬ 
guistic minorities in their own 
province. 

At the same time, Trudeau 
reassured Quebecers that 
there are several Freneh- 
Canadians working in Ottawa 
and across the country to 
safeguard their rights. 

Trudeau paid tribute espe¬ 
cially to Senator Jean Mar- 
chand, who along with Urban 
Affairs Minister Andre Ouel- 
let, Health Minister Marc La- 
londe and several other prom¬ 
inent Liberals sat in an audi¬ 
ence of 600 persons attending 
a w'ine and cheese party 
sponsored by the Liberal As¬ 
sociation of Langelier riding. 

Trudeau told his audience 
that they did not just become 
"Quebecois” Nov. 15, the day 
the Parti Quebecois govern¬ 
ment was elected. They have 
also been Canadians for 300 
years, he added. 

"You have strong roots . . . 
in this province and this 
country.” Trudeau said in a 
speech entirely in French. 

But Freneh-Canadians do 
not live only in Quebec, he 
said. About one million live in 
other provinces and would 
quickly be assimilated into the 
English-Canadian mainstream 
should Quebec separate.

Tf the B.C. Development 
Corporation doesn’t come to 
the aid of Oakland Industries 
Ltd., the Victoria fish packing 
and processing company may 
wind up in Japanese hands.

Hilborn. 

At a press conference, Hil- 
boro told reporters an un¬ 
named Japanese company 
had agreed to temporarily 
hail out Oakland Industries 
which went into receivership 
last week. 

That same company, Ilil- 
born said, may eventually 
own part of Oakland In¬ 
dustries. although that hadn’t 
been a condition whpn the 
Japanese firm agreed to un¬ 
derwrite its operations during 
the forthcoming herring sea¬ 
son. 

Hilborn declined to name 
the firm, but said it was a 
large Japanese trading com¬ 
pany which had been Oakland 
Industries’ sole customer in 
Japan with exclusive distribu¬ 
tion rights in that .market. 

He said the firm had agreed 
to underwrite Oakland Indus¬ 


tries’ operation, but wouldn’t 
name a figure, except to say 
that it included a .$400.00!) 
payroll during the six-week 
herring season to start at the 
end of February. 

Asked whether he hoped to 
use the possible Japanese 
takeover of the company to 
pressure the B.C. Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. Hilborn (Jp- 
clined to comment. 

All he would say was that 
the BCDC could take an equi¬ 
ty |x>sition in the company 
and the same held true for the 
Japanese firm. 

“But as a Canadian I would 
say that I’d like to see the 
company remain in Canadian 
hands,” he added. 

Unfortunately foreign com¬ 
panies were sometimes more 
willing to raise financing,” 
Hilborn said. 

•’They're more willing to 
look five or ten years ahead.” 
he added. 

Hilborn said the herring 
season was expected to start 
in late February and run to 
the first part of April. There 
were indications, he said, that 
the season would be excellent. 

In a press release. Hilborn 
said the financial aid by the 
Japanese firm would ensure 


employment during the her¬ 
ring season of 30!) people in 
the plant plus fishermen, 
packers, unloading crews and 
truckers for a total of 700 peo¬ 
ple.

Hydro spokesman John Sax¬ 
ton said the cutoff would last 
ai least until the first week in 
February, when the provin¬ 
cial water branch would pub¬ 
lish its readings of snow- pack 
measurement in B.C. 

He said power production 
depended on the amount of 
water behind Hydro’s dams, 
and unless the crown corpora¬ 
tion was confident there was 
sufficient replenishment from 
the snow' watersheds, the 
water would be saved for B.C. 
use. 

Hydro has been sending up 
lo 2,000 megawatt hours of 
power a day to Washington 
slate this month. Saxton said, 
hut now no surplus jxnver 
would be routed to the Pacific 
Northwest. 

J a c*k Davis, provincial 
transport and energy min¬ 
ister. said Jan. 17 that Hydro 
was prepared to sell excess 
electricity to northwest Unit¬ 
ed States fiower companies. 


He added, however, that the 
corporation wouldn’1 be mak¬ 
ing any sales immediately, 
and he didn't know' if any 
excess was available. 

He made the comment afler 
Don Hodel of Ihe Bonneville 
Power Administration said 
that fiower cutbacks to in¬ 
dustry were planned because 
of the lack of rain for hydro¬ 
electric generators.

tells of offer 
to flee country

PHOENIX — Confessed 
killer John Harvey Adamson 
said Thursday he was offered 
a chance to flee the country in 
a twin engine plane million¬ 
aire Kemper IMarley Sr., and 
Arizona Governor Raul Castro 
had in Mexico at the time of 
the slaying. 

Adamson told of the pur¬ 
ported offer during the second 
day of a preliminary hearing 
for Max Dunlap, 47, a Phoen¬ 
ix builder, and James Robi¬ 
son, 54, a Chandler, Ariz., 
plumbing contractor, both 
charged with first degree 
murder and conspiracy in the 
June 2. 1976, car-bomb 

murder of -newspaper reporter 
Don Bolles. 

“He (Dunlap) asked me i^ I 
wanted to get out of the 
country,** Adamson said in re¬ 
sponse to a question from As¬ 
sistant Attorney-General Wil¬ 
liam Schafer, special state 
prosecutor. 

Adamson said Dunlap told 
him: “They could get me out 
of the country in a minute,*’ 
because they had a twin-en¬ 
gine plane. “You know,** 
Adamson quoted Dunlap as 
saying. “Marley and the gov¬ 
ernor have the lhing in Mex¬ 
ico.** 

Castro. who earlier had de¬ 
nied any social, or business as¬ 
sociation with IVlarley, char¬ 
acterized Adamson’s testimo¬ 
ny as “untrue, ridiculous and 
absurd.** 


Marley, who contributed 
$13,000 to Castro’s election 
campaign, was the governor’s 
biggest financial backer. 

Adamson, who admitted his 
role in the Bolles murder dur¬ 
ing a dramatic courtroom 
confession, is the prosecu¬ 
tion’s chief witness against 
Dunlap and Robison. 

Under questioning by De¬ 
fence Attorney Percy Fore¬ 
man, Adamson admitted he 
spent most of his time in a 
number of Phoenix cocktail 
lounges, drank about a quart 
of vodka daily, had experi¬ 
mented with cocaine and took 
tranquilizers on a regular 
basis. 

He also admitted a connec¬ 
tion with the bombing of a 
Bureau of Indian Affairs 
building in Phoenix owned by 
attorney Nell Roberts, a-close 
friend oT Adamson. 

“If *he (Roberts) collected 
the $500,000 in insurance* you 
were to receive $50,000 of that 
for destroying the building?’’ 
Foreman asked. “From Neil 
Roberts?” 

“Yes,” Adamson answered. 

Earlier, Adamson told the 
court the Bolles murder was 
part of a $56,000 package 
prjce deal for three slayings. 
'■He said he was offered the 
i money .toy Dunlap, who told 
him he was speaking for Mar¬ 
ley, to kill Bolles, Arizona At¬ 
torney-General Bruce Babbitt 
and public relations man A1 
Lisanetz, also known as “King 
Alphonse.” 


Secret brief took 
"anti-union stand’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
B.C. Federation of Labor said 
Thursday that the Employers’ 
Council of B.C. took an anti¬ 
union stand in a secret brief 
submitted to Labor Minister 
Allan Williams. 

The federation said in a 
news release that it had ob¬ 
tained a copy of the secret 
brief, submitted Dec. 10. 

The labor group, which rep¬ 
resents about 235,000 union¬ 
ized workers in the province, 
said the employers’ brief pro¬ 
posed fivei major changes to 
B.C. labor law: 

• To eliminate provisions 
for picketing allies of struck 
companies: 

• To eliminate the right to 
step work over questions of 
health and safety: 

• To allow employers “to 

harass and intimidate em¬ 
ployees who are attempting to 
organize a unior>; ” — 

• To deny union access to 
the names of people employed 
in a potential bargaining unit 
and: 

• To exclude groups of em¬ 
ployees from eligibility for 
union membership. 

Len Guy. federation secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, said the em¬ 


ployers’ brief “clearly puts 
the lie to their oft-stated 
claim that they are not anti¬ 
union.” 

“The fact that these secret 
proposals have been made by 
the employers’ council in¬ 
dicates that the council is at¬ 
tempting to undermine the 
rights of workers and their 
unions to achieve improved 
wages and working conditions 
in B.C.” 

Guy said these proposals 
would restrict the rights of 
unions in picketing, strikes 
and organizing. He added that 
other sections of the employ¬ 
ers’ council brief would be re¬ 
futed publicly in the federa¬ 
tion’s annual submission to 
the labor minister. 

It was disclosed last week 
that three employer organiza¬ 
tions, including the Employ¬ 
ers’ Council, had presented 
briefs to Williams before 
Christmas. 

The presentations were 
made without public . an¬ 
nouncement and were fol-. 
lowed by secret discussions 
with Williams. Employers’ 
Council president William Ha¬ 
milton refused to release de¬ 
tails of his group’s brief. 


Prince George raises 
Leivas ’ fare home 


PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
Ricardo Leiva says he and his 
family have airline reserva¬ 
tions to return to Canada Feb. 
10 , and may even be back 
before then. 

The Leivas have been in 
Spain for the -past six months 
while the Canadian govern¬ 
ment considered their appli¬ 
cation for legal re-entry. The 
family fled Chile in 1973 after 
the overthrow of the Allende 
government and came to Can¬ 
ada on visitors’ permits. Ri¬ 
cardo Leiya and his wife Car¬ 
men were working illegally 
here before they were discov¬ 
ered and voluntarily left for 
Madrid in July. 


Leiva said Thursday in a 
telephone interview from Ma¬ 
drid that he made reserva¬ 
tions on the Feb. 10 flight be¬ 
cause he w r as confident money 
for the trip would be forth¬ 
coming. 

Leiva, speaking in Spanish 
through an interpreter, said 
officials of the Catholic Im¬ 
migrant Service in Madrid 
had promised him an interest- 
free loan to pay for the fami¬ 
ly’s passage. 

The family may be able to 
return earlier than Feb. 10 
because the $1,500 needed for 
air fare was raised in this 
north-central British Colum¬ 
bia city Wednesday.

Clippers, rivals draw suspensions

The suspensions were the re¬ 
sult of a bench-clearing brawl 
Wednesday night in Nanaimo 
which ended with the Flyers 
in their dressing room after 
refusing to return to the ice 
with 5:55 left In the game. 


Game officials awarded the 
game to the Clippers, wlio 
were leading 5-3, at the time of 
the outburst. 

McLean said the Nanaimo 
team was fined 31,000 for not 
providing visiting players pro¬ 
tection on the way to the 
dressing room from the ice 
surface. 

He said the coaches were 
suspended for not controlling 
their respective teams. 

McLean also suspended 
seven players involved in the 
incident. 


Barry Pederson of Nanaimo 
w'as suspended for three 
games for being the first 
player detected by game of¬ 
ficials to leave the players’ 
bench, while Andrew' Gourlay 
of Nanaimo and Pat McGill of 
Abbotsford were suspended 
one game each for fighting in 
one of the players’ benches. 

Aaron Ruck and Claude 
Morton of Nanaimo and Larry 
Melnyk and Jim Dobson of 
Abbotsford all were suspend¬ 
ed one game for leaving the 


penalty box to enter the on-ice 
altercation. 

McLean also said that a 
Nanaimo-affilitated junior B 
player — Terry Jacobson, 
who was not dressed for the 
game — was suspended for 
the balance of the season for 
fighting with Flyer players 
near the Abbotsford dressing 
room. Jacobson will not be 
allowed to play for any 
BCJHL team for the rest of 
the season, McLean scud. 

The incident began at 14:05 


of the third period after Ab¬ 
botsford goalte'nder Larry Lo- 
zinski and forward Torn Ro¬ 
bertson of the Clippers got 
into a high-sticking duel. 

Both coaches went onto the 
ice Surface in an attempt to 
restore order and Sauter then 
pulled his team from the ice.

Open college program will be on TV Bud § et for hos P itals 

gets early approval 


PORT AUBERN1 — The 
Port Albemi campus of North 
Island College has made a 
formal request to School Dis¬ 
trict 70 to allow instruction on 
the district’s cable TV chan¬ 
nel. 


The college is prepared to 
start its “open college” pro¬ 
gram, which involves study 
by pupils in their own homes 
under a curriculum devised 
by Athabaska College in Al¬ 
berta, as soon as possible. 


In order to assist pupils tak¬ 
ing such courses, the college 
wishes to employ visual aids 
via cable TV, which is. hooked 
up almost universally in the 
Alberni Valley because of the 
difficulty with TV reception 


by almost any other means. 

The school district has been 
assigned Channel 11 by the 
local cable company for its 
ETV programs and training, 
and is currently co-operating 
with the school district in 


Campbell River to present 
programming produced by a 
Seattle educational television 
station to present three hours 
of programming each eve¬ 
ning. 

The college wishes to use an 


hour a week of any “spare 
time” on the channel for 
some 16 weeks as a start to 
its program. It offered to pay 
any costs incurred by such 
use, and permission was 
granted. 






Squatters 

ordered 
to leave 

Five squatters were given 
30 days Thursday to vacate 
land near Shawnigan Lake 
after MacMillan Bloedel was 
granted a B.C. Supreme Court 
injunction. 

The order by Mr. Justice J. 
G. Ruttan compels Fred An¬ 
derson, his bother Peter, 
mother Ella, Richard Houle 
and Heather Cousins to re¬ 
move their possessions from a 
parcel of land described as 
Block 932 of the Helmcken 
District, containing 8,342 
acres near Wild Deer Creek, 
LO miles south of Duncan and 
nine miles west of Shawnigan. 

They are prevented from 
re-entering the property or 
Irom its future use, except to 
exercise in good faith their 
rights under the Mineral Act, 
for which they may apply to 
the court for relief from the 
injunction. 

Fred Anderson, who con¬ 
ducted most of his own ar¬ 
gument, was granted an ad¬ 
journment to next Thursday 
to permit representation by 
Douglas Christie, who entered 
a valid free miner’s certifi¬ 
cate in evidence. 

Anderson said he had held a 
prospector’s certificate since 
1968, and Christie maintained 
this entitled the defendants to 
use" the property. 

He said to prevent them 
from re-entering the lands 
would contravene the Mineral 
Adt, which provides free entry 
to any lands on which the 
precious metal rights are held 
by the crown, and to locate 
and prospect for these miner¬ 
als. 

Ruttan said it required no 
evpert knowledge to see 
whether any legitimate min¬ 
ing or prospecting had been 
carried out, referring to the 
prospector’s licence as “a de¬ 
rice to acquire squatter’s 
rights to this property.” 

David Williams, counsel for 
the plaintiffs, said the com¬ 
pany did not object to pros¬ 
pectors, but only to the set¬ 
ting up of “permanent en¬ 
campments and staying for 
years.” 

He said the defendants had 
built fences, a log cabir* 
bam, planted gardens and 
were running a horse on the 
property. 

MacMillan Bloedel was the 
“owner of freehold property 
wishing to get rid of someone 
who is squatting in his back¬ 
yard,” counsel said, likening 
the situation to any parcel of 
land in Victoria for which an 
owner might apply to have a 
squatter turned off. 

“Anderson and his friends 
have had a very good run at 
it,” having been there since 
1970, Williams said. 

The forestry company did 
not want the defendants or 
anyone else moving onto their 
lands and sought an order to 
cover apprehended trespass. 

A sixth person, Richard 
Harvey Moore, also w r as 
named originally, but action 
was discontinued when It ap¬ 
peared he was in a different 
position from the others, and 
he was granted costs covering 
hts preparations and appear¬ 
ance at court for trial. 

Christie said later the re¬ 
maining defendants would be 
assessed costs of the injunc¬ 
tion as a normal course of 
events.

NANAIMO — After spend¬ 
ing the majority of the meet¬ 
ing time wrestling with prob¬ 
lems of Agricultural Land Re¬ 
serve appeals, the Nanaimo 
Regional District was only too 
happy this week to approve a 
resolution recommending that 
regional districts not be made 
the final approving agency in 
sucb appeals. 

The resolution, proposed by 


director R. E. Ware of 
C o o m bs-Hilljers-Errington, 
states that the regional dis¬ 
trict believes that the B.C. 
Land Commission should be 
the final arbitrator in appeals 
to have land removed from or 
included in the Agricultural 
Land Reserve. 

The regional district will 
send the resolution to the min¬ 
ister of agriculture, as well as 


to other regional districts for 
their endorsation. 

ALR appeals now come to 
the regional district for com¬ 
ment before being sent to the 
land commission. There have 
been suggestions that the final 
decision might be left with the 
regional districts. 

Nanaimo Regional District 
directors were alarmed at 
such a possibility.

Garbage for fuel 
could be fruitful

DUNCAN — A proposal to 
recycle garbage as fuel for a 
new power boiler at British 
Columbia Forest Products 
Ltd.’s Crofton mill is accept¬ 
able to company manage¬ 
ment. 

Crofton mill manager A] 
Wallace stated in reply to the 
C o w i c h a n Valley Region 
Board this week that the new 
boiler would usually use saw¬ 
mill waste as a replacement 
for oil, but could bum shred¬ 
ded combustible garbage. 

“The present plans provide 
facilities to handle hog fuel 
only. To fire garbage in the 
new boiler would require an 
entirely separate conveying 
system. 


N “If further discussions fol¬ 
low, it should be understood 
that capital dollars would be 
required to install a separate 
conveying system,” he 
suggested 

The Cowichan Valley Re¬ 
gion Board decided to ap¬ 
proach the mill management 
last fall after it was suggested 
by former board chairman 
Pat Clements that garbage 
could possibly be used to fuel 
the Crofton mill boilers. 

At that time the Ijoard was 
studying various alternatives 
for disposing of garbage from 
the city of Duncan, district of 
North Cowichan and a num¬ 
ber of interested electoral 
areas. 


The BCFP spokesman said 
also this week that the new 
boiler, which will be complet¬ 
ed by July of 1378, could take 
up to five Jtpns of garbage per 
hour. 

But he also said that all 
glass, metal and non-combus¬ 
tible material must be re¬ 
moved and the maximum di¬ 
ameter of the particle size 
could not exceed two inches. 

The regional district would 
also have to make the studies 
on the basis that major facili¬ 
ties required to prepare the 
garbage would not be located 
on the Crofton mill property. 

The matt^ has been re¬ 
ferred to the board’s public 
sendees committee for rec¬ 
ommendation.

Another chapter in Protection Island saga

NANAIMO — Protection Is¬ 
land parents appeared before 
the Nanaimo school board 
once again this week to de¬ 
mand an elementary school 
on the island, and an im¬ 
proved method of getting 
their children to city schools 
until that elementary school is 
built. 

But parents were wily par¬ 
tially successful in getting the 
school board to agree to their 
demands. 

The board voted to move to¬ 
ward acquiring a school site 


on the island, for future use, 
and to look into the parents’ 
complaints against the cur¬ 
rent operator of school terry 
service. 

The Protection Island 
group’s appearance was an¬ 
other round in the island resi¬ 
dents’ battle with both city 
council and the school board 
over ferry service. 

The controversy began in 
October, when the commer¬ 
cially operated ferry service 
to the island stopped opera¬ 
tion. 

The island is located in 
Nanaimo harbor, and is part 


of the amalgamated city of 
Nanaimo. 

Parents have demanded 
that an elementary school be 
placed on the island, to spare 
the younger children the long 
trip to and from schools in 
Nanaimo. 

A report by superintendent 
of schools Bruce Hoadley es¬ 
timated that a portable 
classroom placed on the is¬ 
land for a one-room school, 
could cost more than $160,000. 

From both an economic and 
educational point of view, 
Hoadley said in his report, the 


one-room island school Was not 
desirable. 

Jacques Carpentier, spokes¬ 
man for the parent group, 
told the school board that his 
group felt a one-room school- 
house was educationally more 
desirable than the long day el¬ 
ementary children now put in. 

The parent group also asked 
the children be transported to 
school from the wharf where 
the feriy lets them off in 
downtown Nanaimo. 

Trustees did not agree with 
Carpentier’s contention that 
the Protection Island children 
were being treated unfairly. 


Trustee Joe Kilner said that 
Protection Island is within the 
2 1 2 -mile walk limit set by the 
board, and that many chil¬ 
dren in other parts of the dis¬ 
trict put in days as long as 
those of the Protection Island 
youngsters. 

Trustee Bill Holdom said 
the choice was between the 
quality of education and eco¬ 
nomics versus the children's 
safety and well-being, and 
public attitudes. 

“You can't win on a choice 
like this,” Holdom said. 

He .said he believed the 
quality of education and eco- 


NANAEVIO — A $699,193 provisional budget has received 
approval of the Nanaimo Regional Hospital District board. 

The budget, which covers only the capital financing of hos¬ 
pital operation in the Nanaimo Regional District, is up only 
$2,099 from 1976, and will not r equire an increase in the mill 
rate. 

However, regional district administrator W. D. Ilott 
warned, the region can expect to see an increase in the 
regional hospital budget in the next two years. 

The hospital board recently approved a $400,000 project to 
complete the intensive-care unit, and about $400,000 in con¬ 
struction costs of the existing Nanaimo Regional Hospital have 
yet to be financed, Ilott said.

LADYSMITH — Local gov¬ 
ernment and public support in 
the south Vancouver Island 
region for the White Crown 
winter recreation area near 
here is being sought as the 
proponents attempt once 
again to interest the provin¬ 
cial government in the pro¬ 
posal. 

The Cowichan Valley Re¬ 
gion Board reconfirmed its 
support Wednesday night, 
after recreation committee 
chairman Frank Jameson 
said the Ladysmith Recrea¬ 
tion Commission felt the time 
was ripe to approach the gov¬ 
ernment for the development 
of this area. 

Jameson, who is also a 
Ladysmith alderman, stated 
the provincial government 
has fully acknowledged the 
feasibility of the area 10 miles 
west of Ladysmith, but be¬ 
cause of lack of agreement 
between various government 
departments, the development 
has been held up. 

He said Crown Zellerbach 
has clearly stated that it was 
willing to negotiate a “land 
swap,” but the forestry 
branch has held it up, al¬ 
though a similar arrangement 
was negotiated in the Cour¬ 
tenay area. 

“Now due to the restructur¬ 
ing of the department of rec¬ 
reation and conservation, it is 
felt the time is ripe to again 
approach the government for 
development of this resort,” 
Jameson said. 

The provincial parks branch 
decided two years ago after 
conducting climatic studies 
over a five-year period, that 
the White Crown ridge area 
with an elevation of 3,200-3,700 
feet had potential as a winter 
sports resort. 

Last year both toe Van¬ 
couver Island Recreation As¬ 
sociation and the provincial 
body also endorsed the pro¬ 
posal as a family-type winter 
resort area for the south Van¬ 
couver Island region. 

Total acreage involved in 
the proposed development is 
approximately 1,200 acres and 
the Ladysmith Recreation 
Commission claims it could 
serve up to 5,000 people a day 
in a variety of winter activi¬ 
ties. 

Jameson told toe Cowichan 
Valley region board Wednes¬ 
day that he has also recently 
received information from a 
ski authority that toe area is 
one of best of its kind on the 
West Coast and would surpass 
the government-sponsored 
Cypress Bowl development 
near Vancouver. 

He added that he had statis¬ 
tics that showed Vancouver 
Island had the lowest per ca¬ 
pita rate of skiers in Canada 
at the present time. 

“The reason for thislow ra¬ 


tion,” Jameson stated “is be¬ 
cause we in the southern re¬ 
gion of Vancouver Island, 
where the greatest population 
is located, do not have a ski 
area.” 

Distance from Victoria to 
the White Crown ridge area 
with access by logging road is 
approximately 75 miles, while 
Nanaimo is only 30 miles 
away. 

Asked by The Daily Colonist 
later whether he had foigot- 
ten about the Green Mountain 
ski area south of Nanaimo, 
when he stated there were no 
ski areas in the southern Van¬ 
couver Island region, Jame¬ 
son replied: “No, it just isn’t 
an acceptable family ski 
area.” 

The Cowichan Valley Re¬ 
gion Board also agreed to 
seek support from its counter¬ 
part in Nanaimo, and the 
Capital Riegion Board, for the 
White Crown ridge recrea¬ 
tional area.

Fuel up again 
on March 2 


OTTAWA <CP»- The price of a gallon of heating 
oil or gasoline will increase by at least 2..'5 cents a gallon 
on March 2, Energy Minister Alastair Gillespie said 
Thursday. 

The higher consumer prices result from an increase 
of 70-cents Jan. 1 in the price of a barrel of crude oil, 
bringing it to S9.75. 

Under the pricing agreement reached with the 
provinces last spring, the increase <-ould not he passed 
on to consumers for 60 days, allowing time to use up in- 
ventories of lovvef-priced oil. 

In an oil price guide Issued Thursday for the oil 
companies, the minister indicated there could be other 
increases in the price of fuel supplies. 

He said an additional amount will be allowed to 
cover federal sales taxes which will go up as a result of 
the higher prices. No figure was given, but it amounted 
to about a half-cent a gallon last August when crude oil 
prices went up by $1.05 a barrel 

The new tax rate will be set up by the federal reve¬ 
nue department before March 2, the minister said. 

Companies could also add to the increase any 
amount approved by the Anti-Inflation Board if they run 
into higher non-crude costs, such as refining and mar¬ 
keting. 

The guides note that the companies will be respon¬ 
sible for getting approval for the increases from some 
provinces. Both Nova Scotia and British Columbia 
require companies to get permission before raising con¬ 
sumer prices.

Jackson Phillips, executive

stressed, however, that there 
is "no panic, no rush or any¬ 
thing like that” in his 
agency’s decision to review 
Quebec’s credit. 

“We would have done this 
within a short time anyway.” 
he added. ‘In this case, we 
are stepping up our time 
schedule because we have 
been asked w'hat our reaction 
is to the Levesque speech.” 

At the same time, the U.S. 
government quietly inter¬ 
vened in the Quebec separa¬ 


tism issue, giving a strong 
push to Canadian unity. 

John Rouse, head of the of¬ 
fice of Canadian affairs in the 
U.S. state department, told a 
business seminar of 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston. III., that the U.S. 
government 'sees a Canada 
that is vigorous, self-con¬ 
fident. inde[>endent and ac¬ 
tively engaged. 

"And obviously* up are in¬ 
terested In any developments 


which might affect these fac¬ 
tors even marginally,” Rouse 
added at the seminar where 
Quebec Industry Minister Ri>- 
drigue Tremblay made a 
strong pitch in favor of Que¬ 
bec independence. 

Normally, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment dees not publicly inter¬ 
vene in an internal Canadian 
dispute and Rouse empha¬ 
sized that the U.S. should re- 
Irain from comment on the 
Canadian situation. 

But the fact that Rouse did 
publicly express a view was 


seen by seminar observ ers as 
a U.S. government endorse¬ 
ment of Canadian unity. 

Rouse’s statement seemed 
to conflict with an earlier 
statement by Tremblay who 
told reporters that the Parti 
Quebecois government has 
"good contacts in the U.S. 
government" whom he be¬ 
lieved to be sympathetic to 
Quebec independence. 

Tremblay* told reporters 
that the U.S. government 
feels it is in the interest of the 
U.S. that "the Quebec prob¬ 


lem” be solved slowly, demo¬ 
cratically and naturally. 

Quebec youth are 75 per 
cent behind the PQ govern¬ 
ment and history shows it is 
better to let such forces have 
thejr way, he said. 

Otherwise. Quebec mighi 
become unstable, a situation 
that would harm U.S. inter¬ 
ests. 

Tremblay, however. re¬ 
ceived no backing from 
Rouse, who said the U.S. 
doesn’t have anything to say 
about Quebec and its future in 
Canada except that this is un¬ 
iquely and entirely a Canadi¬ 
an problem.

lems. 

Carey now' assumes svveefi- 
ing powers that will allow the 
state to order school closings, 
factory shutdowns and any 
other steps needed to con¬ 
serve scarce supplies of natu¬ 
ral gas. 

New York state is in lor 
more snow today, the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service said. 

Meanwhile. Philadelphia

The news came nine days 
after the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies passed a bill, strong¬ 
ly optKised by the Vatican, 
that would introduce abortion 
on demand. The Vatican has ' 
expressed hope the Italian 
Senate may amend Ihe bill 
when it takes il up sometime 
next month. 


Vatican Radio said the 
Milan archdiocese has taken 
preliminary steps toward hav¬ 
ing Gianna Molla Beretta pro¬ 
claimed a "blessed,” the step¬ 
ping stone to possible saini- 
hood. 

Mrs. Beretta, a physician 
from Magenta near Milan, 
died April 28, 1962, seven days 
after giving birth to a daugh¬ 
ter. her fourth child. Vatican 
Radio said she had refused to 
undergo abortion although she 
knew childbirth could endan¬ 
ger her life. 


"Up to the moment of child¬ 
birth she kept asking that, in 
the event of a choice between 
her life and that of the unborn 
child, the life of the child 
should be saved.” Vatican 
Radio said. 

It said Pope Paul VI, who ai 
the time ol her death was 
Archbishop of Milan, com¬ 
memorated her in a 1973 
speech as an example of ”a 
mother wlio wilfully sacrif¬ 
ices her own life to give life 
to her child.”

The premier said the exis¬ 
tence of what he termed the 
filth column of English-speak¬ 
ing Canadian business leaders 
was "a large handicap" in 
relations between the U.S. 
and Quebec. 

The premier said he noted 
that the English-Canadian 
business reaction to his 30- 
minute speech was more vis¬ 
ceral than that of “the Ameri¬ 
cans, and even ill-tempered in 
some cases. 

"And bad luck would have 
it that these people are the 
closest and most-heeded in¬ 
terpreters of Quebec, even 
though t,hey understand noth¬ 
ing.” 

Levesque said the change 
that is taking place in Quebec 
"is pretty difficult to explain” 
in U.S. fihancial circles. Ad¬ 
ding to this problem, is the 
"melting-pot mentality” in 
the United States. 

"In conversation, the y 
would say: *We have Ger¬ 
mans in Milwaukee . . . we 
have Mexican-Amerieans in 
the Southwest and they’ve all 
assimilated’.” 

"So the perception of an¬ 
other national group, a people 
with its roots and continuity 
which has hopes for the fu¬ 
ture. is difficult lor them to 
see."

QUEBEC (CPi Prime 
Minister Trudeau, flanked by 
prominent Quebec Liberals, 
told Quebecers Thursday 
night thai they must not for¬ 
get French-Canadians living 
in other provinces not the lin¬ 
guistic minorities in their owt 
province. 

At the same time, Trudeau 
reassured Quebecers thai 
there are several French- 
Canadians working in Ottawa 
and across the country to 
safeguard their rights. 

Trudeau paid tribute espe¬ 
cially to Senator Jean Mar- 
ehand, who along with Urban 
Affairs Minister Andre Ouel- 
let. Health Minister Marc La- 
londe and several other prom¬ 
inent Liberals sat in an audi¬ 
ence of 600 persons attending 
a wine and cheese party 
sponsored by the Liberal As¬ 
sociation of Langelier riding. 

Trudeau told his audience 
that they did not just become

Off MB Shawnigan Lake land 

Court evicts squatting ‘miners’ 


Five squatters were given 
30 days Thursday to vacate 
land near Shawnigan Lake 
after MacMillan Bloedel was 
granted a B.C. Supreme Court 
injunction. 

The order by Mr. Justice J. 
C». Ruttan compels Fred An¬ 
derson, his brother Peter, 
mother Ella, Richard Houle 
and Heather Cousins to re¬ 
move their possessions from a 
parcel of land described' as 
Block 932 of the Helmcken 
District, containing 8,342 
acres near Wild Deer Creek, 
10 miles south of Duncan and 
nine miles west of Shawnigan. 

They are prevented from 
re-entering the property or 


from its future use, except to 
exercise in good faith their 
rights under the Mineral Act, 
for which they may apply to 
the court for relief from the 
injunction. 

Fred Anderson, who con¬ 
ducted most of his own ar¬ 
gument, was granted an ad¬ 
journment to next Thursday 
to permit representation by 
Douglas Christie, who entered 
a valid free miner’s certifi¬ 
cate in evidence. 

Anderson said he had held a 
prospector's certificate since 
1968, and Christie maintained 
this entitled the defendants to 
use the property. 

He said to prevent them 


from re-entering the lands 
would contravene the Mineral 
Act, which provides free entry 
to any lands on which the 
precious metal rights are held 
by the crown, and to locate 
and prospect for these miner¬ 
als. 

Ruttan said it required no 
expert knowledge to see 
whether any legitimate min¬ 
ing or prospecting had been 
carried out. referring to the 
prospector’s licence as “a de¬ 
vice to acquire squatter's 
rights to this property.” 

David Williams, counsel for 
the plaintiffs, said the com¬ 
pany did not object to pros¬ 
pectors, but only to the set¬ 


ting up of “permanent en¬ 
campments and staying for 
yea re.” 

He said the defendants had 
built fences, a log cahin, 
bam, planted gardens and 
were running a horse on the 
property. 

MacMillan Bloedel w r as the 
“owner of freehold property 
wishing to get rid of someone 
who is squatting in his back¬ 
yard.” counsel said, likening 
the situation to any parcel of 
land in Victoria for which an 
owner might apply to have a 
squatter lumed off. 

- “Anderson and his friends 
have had a very good run at 
it,” having been there since 
1970, Williams said. 


The forestry company did 
not want the defendants or 
anyone else moving onto their 
lands and SvKight an order to 
cover apprehended trespass. 

A sixth person, Richard 
Harvey Moore, also was 
named originally, but action 
was discontinued when it ap¬ 
peared he was in a different 
position from the others, and 
he was granted costs covering 
his prenarations and appear¬ 
ance at court for trial.

Langford man 
kicks WCB 
with bad leg 


Protesting inaction by the 
Workers' Compensation 
Board, a 52-year-old Langford 
man vowed Thursday night to 
tit on the steps of the Legisla¬ 
ture every day until the gov¬ 
ernment did something about 
it. . 

Norman Ferguson said he 
has an undiagnosed leg condi- 
lon, possibly phlebitis or 
edema, which makes his legs 
so painful that he cannot 
work. Doctor* will no longer 
give him Demerol to reduce 
the pain, which he described 
as “like -someone hitting your 
shins with a hammer.” 

Ferguson said he has had 
five operations on his legs, 
the first in'1960 to remove a 
bone chip from his right knee, 
resulting from an accident at 
a logging camp on northern 
Vancouver Island. 

AFTER RECOVERING 

trom that. Ferguson drove a 
cement mixer for Ocean Ce¬ 
ment until about two years 
ago, when his right leg began 
giving him trouble and he had 
the kneecap removed. 

He went back to work last 
spring and “toughed out the 
pain” until July, when he 
again had to quit work. The 
last operation he had was in 
December 1976. 

He now has the conditon in 
both legs, says Ferguson. He 
was receiving treatment at 
Victoria General Hospital, but 
left the hospital annex be¬ 
cause “that place is like a pig 
pen.” 

Ferguson said he spent 
three days in the V.G.H. 
annex belore walking out the 
door on his own accord, after 
writing out his reasons for 
leaving and signing his name 
to them. 

“THE ORDERLY emptied 
a urinal into a toilet and 
never flushed it. He was 
working with a patient across 
the way who had gangrene, 
and then helped other patients 
without washing his hands," 
Ferguson said. 

What he needs, he claims, 
is an operation on his legs so 
thkt a diagnosis cun be made 
by a radiologist. A radiologist 
has refused to examine him 
because his legs are so swol¬ 
len that the veins cannot be 
located. He is unable to wear 
shoes or sandies, and ap¬ 


peared at the Legislature 
wearing heavy socks. 

“I WANT the WCB to get 
after the doctors so that I can 
get back to work. I don’t want 
to lay around all day,” Fer¬ 
guson said. 

He blames part of his prob¬ 
lem -»n the Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment. “They don’t care 
about people. We got to get 
them out of here.” 

He was admitted to Royal 
Jubilee for a few weeks but 
his doctor sent him home 
after his condition failed to 
improve. 

Ferguson was setting up on 
the Legislative Building steps 
just as members of the Legis¬ 
lature were leaving the build¬ 
ing Thursday. 

Ferguson told NDP leader 
David Barrett that "we’ve got 
to get you back in,” but 
Barrett told him “that’s not 
going to happen tonight, and 
you might catch pneumonia 
out here.” 

Ferguson said he plans to 
stay on the steps everyday 
until he gets some action 
from the WCB. 



The Victoria area is losing 
$10 million a month because 
of its 10,000 unemployed, ac¬ 
cording to Victoria Aid.

The uncertainty was largely 
because there is no basic in¬ 
formation, he said. 

“The community knows 
generally and intuitively that 
something must be done, but 
needs a focal point or body to 
co-ordinate its efforts,” Gla¬ 
zier said. 

He said he will seek infor¬ 
mation from leaders in social 
services, commerce, profes¬ 
sions and the university, look¬ 
ing for expert volunteer re¬ 
search in each field. 

"We have some very vocal 


groups asking for action, such 
as the chamber of commerce, 
or construction, but there are 
some quiet groups such as the 
university, or the retired w-ho 
contribute to the economy and 
we simply don’t know* to what 
extent. 

“But if we help one group 
put industry in the Inner 
Harbor for instance — then 
we could hurt another group, 
such as the retired people in 
James Bay.” 

Glazier said that once infor¬ 
mation is available, he ex¬ 
pects the region will sponsor 
panel discussions, forums and 
seminars to determine ways 
for essential improvements in 
the economy.

The 46-page study, done at 
the request of the region 
board in 1973, says effluent

One-hospital cry grows 


The Southern Vancouver Is¬ 
land Hospital Board, which 
operates Victoria General 
Hospital, has joined the 
chorus of those calling for a 
single hospital to replace 
VOH. 

The boa ixi approved Thurs¬ 
day night a statement saying 
it is “concerned primarily 
about maintaining safe pa¬ 
tient care, but also about the 
increased expenditure of pub¬ 
lic funds in the operating and 
capital costs of maintaining 


two separate hospitals with 
duplicate diagnostic and clini¬ 
cal sendees. ” 

The medical stair has 
expressed concern about a 
possible reduction in the qual ¬ 
ity of care and a professional 
consultant has raised doubts 
that the present quality of 
care can l)e maintained if a 
major hospital is split in two, 
the statement said. 

Also mentioned in the state¬ 
ment, and discussed by the

Canada's first case of A- 
Victoria influenza this year 
has been confirmed here in 
Victoria. 

Local health officials say it 
could be an epidemic, or 
might fizzle out with only a 
few cases. 

Regional medical health of¬ 
ficer Dr. Allan Ameil said 
Thursday the virus was isolat¬ 
ed trom a middle-aged man in 
Victoria who came down with 
flu symptoms two weeks ago. 
It was officially confirmed by 
a Vancouver laboratory 
Wednesday, one day before 
Canada’s second case w^as 
confirmed in Toronto. 

The vaccine used in B.C. for 
swine flu also protects against 
A-Vfctoria, a highly con¬ 
tagious flu which was respon¬ 
sible for 50 to 100 deaths in 
Canada last year, Arneft said. 

That vaccine is still being 
offered to those over 64, and 
those with chronic illnesses 
that can be complicated by 
flu, Ameil said. They can 
make appointments through 
the Capital Region office. 

Flu shots can still offer 
some protection against A- 
Victoria, although it takes 
about one to three weeks to 
build up immunity, Ameil 
said. 

He noted that it is getting 
late in the season for A-Vic- 
torla (actually named after 
Victoria, Australia, where it 
was first isolated in 1975) to 
be much of a problem, al¬ 
though last year this same 
vims also got a late start and

Closure oi the cabaret had 
been sought by the cabaret's 
neighbors for some time. Last 
summer, they submitted 
briefs to city council com¬ 
plaining of excessive noise 
and property damage caused 
by patrons of the Foghorn 
cabaret. 


Forest pests plague million acres 


One million acres ot produc¬ 
tive forest land in R.C. were 
infested by pests in 1976, 
according to an insect and dis¬ 
ease survey re|>ort issued by 
the Pacific Forest Research 
centre on Burnside Road in 
Saanich. 

Most damaging were root 
rot, dw’arf mistletoe, bud- 
worms, beetles and loopers. 

The report states the moun¬ 
tain pine beetle continued to 
be the single most serious in¬ 
sect problem. The insect 
infested more than 115,000 


acres of pine stands, mainly 
in the Interior. 

The spruce budworm has 
infested more than 115,000 
acres on Vancouver Island and 
in the Kamloops Forest Dis¬ 
trict. 

The western hemlock looper 
was responsible for heavy de¬ 
foliation of western hemlock, 
about 26,000 acres, in Wells 
Gray provincial park. 

The pests causing the most 
concern, however, were root * 
rot and dwarf mistletoe — a 
smaller variety of the Christ¬ 


mas mistletoe which grows- 
on a majority of conifers in 
die province. 

Root rot continued to domi¬ 
nate disease problems with 
large intected areas on Van¬ 
couver Island and the Lower 
Mainland and in young tree 
stands in the Kamloops and 
Nelson forest districts. ^ 

Centre officials estimaWroe 
annual lumber volume loss to 
root rot exceeds 80 million 
cubic feet. 

Dwarf mistletoe, a perenni¬ 
al problem in B.C. forests, 


causes annual losses estimat¬ 
ed at more than 150 million 
cubic feet. 

Latest surveys indicate the 
problem jiersists in 30 per 
cent of the lodgepole pine 
stands in the Cariboo, in many 
hemlock stands on the coast 
and sporadically in Douglas 
fir and larch stands in the In¬ 
terior. 

Needle rust on Douglas fir, 
hemlock and balsam was 
more obvious last year with 
the increase of rust attributed 
to a cold, wet summer. In 


many areas, up to 60 ]*r cent 
of the foliage was affected. 

The mountain pine beetle 
continued to be the single 
most serious insect problem 
in the province. 

Survey officials estimate 
that at least 500,000 acres of 
Douglas fir stands were 
infested by the spruce bud- 
worm, primarily in the Van¬ 
couver and Kamloops forest 
districts. Most areas have had 
infestations since 1969, but 
higher insect populations 
were reported in recent sur¬ 
veys.

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W. G. Wellbum, manager of 
the James Bay Inn, told coun¬ 
cil he had done everything in 
his power to prevent exces¬ 
sive noise by patrons.
